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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


The following are some of the more important digests 
of opinions of the Judge Advocate General of the Army 
made during December, 1918, which have recently been 
made public: 

Lawes of Citizenship. 

An officer dismissed under a sentence of general court- 
martial does not lose his citizenship rights, unless the sentence 
was imposed for desertion. Loss of citizenship is not incurred 
by a dishonorable discharge or other military punishment, 
except in cases of conviction for desertion in time of war 
under Secs. 1996 and 1998, Revised Statutes, as amended by 
Act of Aug. 22, 1912 (37 Stat. 356), or for desertion in time 
of peace prior to Aug. 22, 1912. (Ops. J.A.G. 014.33, Dec. 
31, 1918.) 


Effect of Time Lost by Absence Without Leave; National Guard 
Member ; Drafted Soldier. 

A member of the National Guard and a drafted soldier un- 
dergoing sentence of confinement should be discharged on com- 
pletion of the confinement. They are not within the provisions 
of Par. 132, Army Regulations, as amended by Changes Army 
Regulations, No. 81, Oct. 1, 1918, requiring that time lost by 
absence without leave must be made good. (Ops. J.A.G. 220.89, 
Dec. 26, 1918.) 

Diecharge—Fraud ; Rescission. 

Orders discharging an officer were issued; and after the 
certificate of discharge was signed, but before it was delivered 
to the officer, the orders were rescinded. The officer was ad- 
vised that he would not be granted a discharge until a certain 
investigation was completed. In disregard of instructions he 
obtained the certificate from an inferior officer. He is still a 
member of the military forces. The discharge certificate was 
not effective to separate him from the Service because it was 
delivered without authority and was obtained by conduct 
amounting to fraud. (Ops. J.A.G. 210.451, Dec. 18, 1918.) 


Discharge—Mistake of Fact; Amendment of Certificate. 

Under mistake of fact a soldier was discharged by orders 
of a department commander for alleged fraudulent enlistment. 
The soldier was a minor but had practiced no fraud in his 
enlistment. In the absence of the fraudulent element which 
was at first thought to exist in the case, it does not present 
any grounds on which a department commander has authority 
to’ discharge. (A.R. 139.) The discharge may be amended to 
make it an honorable discharge instead of a discharge for 
fraudulent enlistment (Ops. J.A.G. 220.8, Feb. 27, 1918), and 
the Secretary of War may ratify the discharge after causing 
the record to be corrected to correspond to the facts. (Ops. 
J.A.G. 220.813, Dec. 18, 1918.) 


Loss of Government Property. 

The finding of a board of officers held a certain officer re- 
sponsible for the loss of a quantity of straw. e was not 
given an opportunity to be heard, but it appears that his 
written reports were before the board. The board notified 
him of its findings the same day it convened; and, in response 
to the notice, he wrote to the quartermaster that he would 
**take the matter up promptly with a view to saisfactory set- 
tlement of the matter.’’ Subsequently he protested against 
the finding on the ground that he was not called before the 
board. Under the circumstances, the findings of the board, 
which were duly approved, should be enforced. (Ops. J.A.G. 
214.2, Dec. 13, 1918.) 


Re-enlistment After Termination of Commissioned Service. 

The Act of March 30, 1918 (40 Stat. 501), provides that 
an enlisted man, who has been discharged to accept a com- 
mission and tenders himself for re-enlistment within three 
months after the termination of his commissioned service, 
shall be restored to his former grade. A man within the pro- 
visions of the act should be appointed to his former grade 
immediately upon re-enlistment, irrespective of the fact that 
the number of enlisted men in that grade is thereby increased 
above the maximum limit specified in Sec. 20 of the National 
Defense Act of June 3, 1916 (39 Stat. 166, 180). (Ops. J.A.G. 
342.06, Dee. 6, 1918.) 


Public Quarters for Two Groups of Dependents. 

An officer on duty at the aeronautical general supply depot 
and concentration camp, Garden City, L.I., was furnished 
public quarters for himself and wife at that station, and at 
the same time he maintained a separate place of abode for a 
dependent parent in New York city. The Act of April 16, 
1918 (40 Stat. 530), provides that an officer on duty in the 
field in the United States who maintains a place of abode ‘‘for 
a wife, child, or dependent parent,’’ shall be furnished quar- 
ters or commutation thereof for such dependents at the place 
where he maintains their abode ‘‘without regard to personal 
quarters furnished him elsewhere.'’ The officer has been fur- 
nished quarters in kind for his family within the meaning of 
the statute, and he is not entitled to commutation of quarters 
for the dependent parent in addition thereto. (24 Comp. Dec. 
681, 684.) (Ops. J.A.G. 245.81, Dec. 27, 1918.) 


Reserve Officer Serving as Enlisted Man. 

An enlisted man accepted a commission in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps. He was never called to active service as a Re- 
serve officer, but while holding such commission served as a 
sergeant in an Infantry company and attended an officers’ 
training camp as a candidate for a commission. His status 
was that of an enlisted man and he was not entitled to the 
pay of an officer. (Ops. J.A.G. 210.4, Oct. 25, 1918.) (Ops. 
J.A.@. 220.451, Dee. 23, 1918.) 


Travel; Mileage Order; Observation of Aviation Instruction in 


Europe. 

Under an ordinary mileage order an officer in the Air Service 
proceeded from France to England for the purpose of observ- 
ing the instruction given in different schools and stations. 
Under the Act of Aug. 1, 1914 (38 Stat. 609, 680), the Act 
of July 24, 1917 (40 Stat. 243, 246), and the Act of July 9, 
1918 (40 Stat. 845, 848), he is not entitled to a per diem 
allowance or to reimbursement for actual expenses. He was 
not sent to England by the Secretary of War under G.O. No. 
27, War D., 1918; and under existing legislation payment of 
expenses cannot be made under an ordinary mileage order. 
(Ops. J.A.G. 245.6, Dec. 23, 1918.) 


Increase Pay of Aviators; Permanent or Temporary Commission. 

Under the Act of July 18, 1914 (38 Stat. 514), a junior 
military aviator was entitled to increase of pay under his 
‘‘line commission.’’ The word ‘‘line’’ before the word ‘‘com- 
mission,’’ as contained in this act, is omitted in Sec. 13 of 
the Act of June 3, 1916 (39 Stat. 166, 174), which makes 
provision for such increase of pay. The difference in wording 
discloses an intention of Congress that the later act should 
apply to the temporary commission* which the officer holds in 
the Air Service and not to his permanent commission in the 
Regular Army. (Ops. J.A.G. 241.19, Dec. 16, 1918.) 


Acceptance of Commission by Assumption of Duties and Insignia 
of Higher Rank. 

A lieutenant in the Medical Reserve Corps was informed 
that he had been recommended for a commission as captain. 
Acting on the advice of his commanding officer he assumed the 
rank, insignia and duties of captain. The commission had been 
issued previous to this time, but had not been received by the 
officer. Subsequent to the time he assumed the rank of cap- 
tain and about ten months after the commission was issued, 
he received a letter from the Surgeon General stating that he 
had been commissioned captain. Then he mailed a formal 
acceptance of the appointment. An acceptance of an appoint- 
ment to an office is necessary, but acceptance may be implied 
fr»m the assumption by the appointee of the duties, rank and 
insignia of the office; and such acceptance may be in advance 
of a formal notice of the appointment. The officer is entitled 
to the pay of captain from the time he assumed the rank and 
duties of a captain. (Ops. J.A.G. 241.19, Dec. 20, 1918.) 


Restoration of Nonscommissioned Oficers to Former Grades. 

The Act of March 30, 1918 (40 Stat. 501), providing for 
the restoration to their former grades of enlisted men who 
have been discharged to accept commissions, and who present 
themselves for re-enlistment within three months after the 
termination of their commissioned service, authorizes super- 
numerary non-commissioned officers in an organization for such

period as may be necessary to absorb any surplus caused by 
such returning non-commissioned officers. This act amends the 
National Defense Act of June 3, 1916 (39 Stat. 166) to that 
extent. (Ops, J.A.G. 342.06, Dec. 14, 1918.) 


Reserve Corps Officer; Effect of Acceptance of Commission in 
Regular Army. 

An officer who held a commission as major in the Medical 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, accepted a commission as first lieuten- 
ant in the Regular Army Medical Corps. An officer may hold 
a commission in the Regular Army component of the U.S. 
Army and in another component at the same time, and it is 
immaterial which commission is prior in time. (Ops. J.A.G. 
210.1; Act of May 18, 1917, 40 Stat. 76.) But this rule does 
not apply to officers of the Officers’ Reserve Corps commis- 
sioned in the Regular Army; and by accepting a commission 
in the Regular Army, the officer vacated his commission in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. (Ops. J.A.G. 241.19, Dec. 26, 1918.) 


J Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

Under Sec. 37 of the National Defense Act of June 3, 1916 
(39 Stat. 166, 189), the President may commission officers in 
all the various sections of the Officers’ Reserve Corps in ail 
grades up to and including majors, provided that the propor- 
tion of officers in any section or grade shall not exceed the 
proportion in the corresponding section or grade of the Regular 
Army, except that an unlimited number of men may be com- 
missioned in the lowest grade of any section. The opinion of 
this office of Aug. 29, 1916 (Bul. No. 34, War D., 1916), in 
so far as it conflicts with the above, is reversed. The pro- 
visions of Sec. 37 of the act making the age limit inapplicable 
to appointments in ‘‘the medical section’’ of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps includes dental and veterinary officers as well 
as medical officers. (Ops. J.A.G. 326.21, Dec. 4, 1918.) 

Validity of Commission; Appointment Through Error. 

A retired captain was recalled to active duty Sept. 4, 1917; 
and was granted, and accepted, a commission as temporary 
major of Infantry, Oct. 20, 1917, to rank as such from Aug. 
5, 1917. On Aug. 10, 1918, he was informed by The Adjutant 
General that his temporary appointment as major was an error 
and that his proper rank was, and had been, that of captain. 
The status of the officer was that of major. The fact that the 
commission was issued through administrative error did not 
invalidate it. (Ops. J.A.G. 210.24, Dec. 7, 1918.) 


Gratuity Pay of Discharged Oficer; Acceptance of Commission 
in Lower Grade. 

In accordance with the recommendation of an efficiency 
board, convened under Sec. 9 of the Act of May 18, 1917 (40 
Stat. 76, 82), an officer was discharged as captain, and offered 
a commission as first lieutenant, which was accepted by him. 
The officer was not entitled to the one month's pay and allow- 
ances which the act authorizes for an officer ‘‘discharged from 
the Service.’’ Because he accepted the first lieutenancy, he 
was not ‘‘discharged from the Service’’ within the meaning 
of the act. (Ops. J.A.G. 241.19, Dec. 17, 1918.) 

Travel Pay on Discharge; Army Field Clerks. 

The Act of July 9, 1918 (40 Stat. 845, 853), provides that 
Army field clerks are entitled to the same ‘‘allowances and 
benefits heretofore allowed by law to pay clerks, Q.M. Corps.’’ 
Sec. 9 of the Act of June 3, 1916 (39 Stat. 166, 170), pro- 
vides that such pay clerks should thereafter have the rank, 
pay and allowances of a second lieutenant. The Act of March 
2, 1901 (31 Stat. 895, 902), provides for a travel allowance 
of four cents per mile to an officer thereafter discharged from 
the Service. The benefits of the act are not limited to com- 
missioned officers. An Army field clerk is an officer, although 
not a commissioned officer, and is entitled to the travel allow- 
ance provided by that act ‘‘to the place of his residence at 
the time of appointment, or to the place of his original muster 
into the Service.’’ (Ops. J.A.G. 211, Dec. 21, 1918.) 


Discharge to Accept Commission; Effect on Family Allowance. 
The discharge of an enlisted man for the purpose of ac- 
cepting a commission is not a discharge from the Service

Misappropriation of ees Enlisted Man; Liability of 
cer, 


A soldier made certain deposits which were not turned in to 
the credit of the Treasurer of the United States. The deposit 
slips were signed by; a superior officer. A subordinate officer 
had charge of the cash book and deposits and his initials ap- 
pear on the deposit book as a certificate that the amounts were 
deposited. The deposits were repaid to the soldier at the time 
he received his discharge, and the amount thereof was later 
stopped against the pay of the superior officer. The officer 
who signed the deposit slips is primarily liable to the Govern- 
ment; but, if the subordinate officer who misappropriated the 
money can be identified and is still in the Service, the money 
should be collected from him rather than his superior officer. 
(Ops. J.A.@, 123.5, Dec. 13, 1918.) 
Mileage to First Duty ——— — Appointed from National 

uard, 


A retired officer of the National Guard has no military status 
under the Federal law (Dig. Ops. J.A.G. January, 1918, p. 11); 
and when commissioned in the U.S. Army he is not entitled 
to mileage to his first duty station. He was appointed from 
civil life within the meaning of Par. 1297, Army Regulations. 
(Ops. J.A.G. 245.6, Dec. 10, 1918.) 

Computation of Continuous Service Pay; Enlisted Man of Na- 
tional Guard. 

For the purpose of computing continuous service pay, an 
enlisted ah. of the National Guard drafted into the Federal 
service is regarded as continuing, until the termination of the 
existing emergency, in the same enlistment period in which he 
was serving at the time of his entrance into the Federal ser- 
vice. (24 Comp. Dec. 120.) (Ops. J.A.G. 342,02, Dec, 4, 1918.) 


Philippine Scouts—Retirement of Officers. 


The Act of March 4, 1915 (38 Stat. 1062, 1068), authoriz- 
ing the restoration to active duty of officers who have been 


placed on the retired list of the Army because of physical dis- 
ability does not apply to retired Ph iprine Scouts. . 26 
of the National Defense Act of June 8, 1916 (39 Stat. 166, 
185), authorizes the retirement of Philippine Scout officers but 
does not place such officers on the ret list of the Army. 
It expressly provides that t ey, shall be placed on ‘‘the retired 
list created by this section.’’ (Ops. J.A.G. 822.0931, Dec. 
12, 1918.) 


Private Property—Loss Covered by Insurance; Liability of Gov- 
ernment to Officer, 

On receiving orders to change station, an officer shipped his 
household goods and other personal effects on Government 
bill of lading. The shipment was insured against loss by fire, 
and was burned while in the —— of a railroad company. 
The full amount of the claim for the loss was paid by the 
insurance association. Under the provisions of Par. 726, 
Army Regulations, regarding compensation for the loss of 
private property, the officer presented a claim for the amount 
of the loss, stating that any amount recovered was to be paid 
to the insurance association. Under the Act of March 3; 1885 
(23 Stat. 350), as amended by the Act of March 4, 1915 (38 
Stat. 1062, 1077), authorizing compensation for.lost private 
property, there is no basis for the allowance of the claim, since 
he has been paid the full amount of the loss. The Government 
does not stand in the relation of coinsurer of the property, 
and the insurance association would have no claim for con- 
tribution. (Ops. J.A.G. 156, Dec. 18, 1918.) 


Buildings at Army Post Constructed with Private Funds; Sol- 
dier Labor. 

Mess shelters were erected at Fort Terry, N.Y., funds being 
supplied by the junior division of the Military Training Camps 
Association, labor being supplied by soldiers, and all duty au- 
thorized by direction of the department commander. Soldier 
labor cannot legally be used in the construction of private 
buildings. This rule may be assumed to have been in the 
contemplation of all the parties to the construction of the 
shelters at the time they were put up and is conclusive against 
the said Association on the point of present title thereto. Title 
to the buildings in question is in the Government, 

J.A.G. 601.1, Dec. 31, 1918.)

FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT FOR SOLDIDRS, 

Information concerning opportunities for employment 
in the Federal service to who are to be dis- 
charged from Army hospitals is to be disseminated by 
the Civil War Service Commission. ‘This work of aid- 
ing discharged soldies to return to civilian occupations 
has been postponed by the commission in the case of 
general hospitals in the expectation that there would be 
legislative provision which would permit some degree 
of release from the civil service regulations as to physi- 
cal requirements in favor of men who were injured in 
the Service. Such a measure having failed of definite 
consideration before the adjournment of Congress, the 
commission now desires to proceed in the matter and to 
appoint its representatives at Army hospitals to inform 
the men as to the facts relating to civil service employ- 
ment. In a letter to Major Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, 
Surgeon General of the Army, President Morrison of the 
Civil Service Commission requests that the commanding 
ollicers of the Army general hospitals co-operate with 
the commission in this work. General Ireland has di- 
rected commanding officers of all base and general hos- 
pitals to give the fullest co-operation in the work and 
to render every possible assistance to the representatives 
of the commission. 

At camps in this country in which base hospitals are 
located the commission has already appointed camp rep- 
resentatives, either a Y.M.C.A. or other organization 
secretary, and in somg instances Army officers. The 
commission will determine by communication with its 
camp representatives whether or not it will be necessary 
to appoint a separate representative at the base hos- 
pital. In its work at general hospitals the commission 
plans to communicate with or have one of its traveling 
representatives call upon the commanding officer at each 
hospital, inviting him to suggest some person perma- 
nently located at the hospital to undertake the work of 
representing the commission. The commission will fully 
instruct these representatives so selected and keep them 
advised as to changes and new positions open to dis- 
charged men. The work is to be expedited, as it is 
realized that the extension of the civil service activities 
to hospitals has been somewhat delayed. 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Provisional Appointment in Navy. 

In affirming the action of the Auditor who disallowed 
the difference in pay and commutation of quarters be- 
tween an ensign after five years and a lieutenant (j.g.), 
both U.S.N.R.F., from Sept. 4 to Sept. 25, 1918, the 
rank being a provisional assignment, the Comptroller 
presents this comprehensive summary of the Navy De- 
partment’s theory and practice regarding provisional 
promotion during the recent hostilities. The appellant 
in this case made reference to a decision of May 8, 1918, 
affecting a lieutenant commander of the N.R.F., in 
which the validity of a provisional promotion was de- 
termined according to the contention of the appellant. 
The Comptroller now points out that at the time the 
ease of the lieutenant commander was being considered, 
the need of officers for the Navy was so urgent that 
“officers of the Naval Reserve Force were called to 
active service in the provisional rank at grade at which 
they were enrolled without examination for permanent 
appointment, such examination and appointment being 
indefinitely postponed. Also that if, upon trial by active 
service, it was found that the provisional rank and grade 
given to any officer was too high, or too low, to justly 
represent his value to the Service, the Navy Depart- 
ment exercised the right to lower or raise the rank and 
grade accordingly, such action not being looked upon as 
a promotion or reduction, but as a correction of the pro- 
visional rank and grade given at the time of enrolment.” 
The Comptroller states this action “was accepted as an 
emergency measure justified by war conditions” and is 
accepted as legal “so as to allow to the officer whose 
rank and grade has been so corrected the pay and allow- 
ances of the corrected rank and grade from the date of 
acceptance of same.” In the instant case the order to 
the ensign read that he was given a provisional assign- 
ment with rank of lieutenant to rank from Sept. 4, 
1918, the assignment being dated Sept. 16, and was ac- 
cepted Sept. 25. The appellant contended that his pay 
should have begun Sept. 4, but in view of the fact that 
the action of the Secretary in making such correction 
being merely discretionary “it is not effective until con- 
summated and it is not consummated until accepted.” 
And then he adds this illustration. “For illustration: 
If, in making such correction, the Secretary decided that 
the officer should be given a lower rather than a higher 
provisional rank and the officer on receipt of notice of 
such declined to accept same and tendered his resigna- 
tion, which the Secretary accepted, would there be any 
justification in holding that, between the date of issue of 
the corrected provisional assignment and the date his 
resignation took effect, he was entitled only to the pay 
of the lower or corrected provisional rank? . ; t 
is readily apparent that the rule applying in case the 
correction results in a promotion in rank, should apply 
here, and therefore the officer’s right to pay and allow- 
ances is not affected thereby until he accepts the new 
assignment.”

Missing Officer’s Pay Allotment. 

of the Army on duty in France made an 
allotment of his pay of $75 a month to his mother for 
twelve months beginning Sept. 1, 1918. He was re- 
ported missing in action on Nov. 9 and upon receipt of 
this information in December his mother was notified 
that 
allotment would be withheld 
pending further information as to the officer’s where- 
abouts. The mother wrote the Zone Finance Officer 
asking that that office pay to her the monthly allot- 
ments that are due and will become due pending definite 
information of her son since the Bureau of War Risk 
is unable to pay her the insurffnce as beneficiary of the 
War Risk Insurance policy taken out by her son. In 
reply to this statement the Comptroller says, “The offi- 
cer making the allotment is either alive or dead. If he 
is alive then the Government is under obligation to pay 
the allotments to his allottee. If he is dead then the 
Government is under obligation to pay compensation 
for his death to the beneficiary. It is equally 
clear that justice to the payee makes it incumbent on 
the Government to make one payment or the other. 
one In the present case it would seem possible to 
ascertain without delay what information, if any, has 
been obtained in France since December and for the War 
Department to decide his status. Payment of allotment 
or of insurance, etc., would follow as a matter of 
course.”

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STATE EFFORTS IN REHABILITATION. 

Following the failure of Congress to provide for the 
adequate support of the U.S. Employment Service for 
returning soldiers, sailors and marines, various state 
governments have undertaken important measures with 
which to supplement the activities of the Government 
agency. The Council of National Defense Emergency 
Committee on Employment for Soldiers, Sailors and Ma- 
rines, under the chairmanship of Col. Arthur Woods, 
special assistant to Secretary Baker, announces that the 
organization of the entire nation to aid this committee 
is practically complete. Telegraphic reports received 
from state executives all over the country show that 
they are making every possible effort to reduce un- 
employment to a minimum. Here is a list of the most 
important state projects along this line. New York: 
New York city has $100,000 available for the employ- 
ment service, $17,000 having been pledged by a woman’s 
organization; Buffalo reports $12,000,000 worth of pub- 
lic work to be started as quickly as possible; any soldier 
unable to find employment enlisted from Buffalo will be 
paid $12 a week for one month. California: Bill before 
the Senate to carry a $10,000,000 bond bill for land 
settlement; money is loaned to men for their immediate 
needs without interest or security ; Los Angeles has voted 
$200,000 for maintenance of Employment Service. Illi- 
nois: Maintains a bureau in New York for advising 
Illinois men, on landing; local governments have re- 
served positions for absent men. . Kansas: Legislature 
is preparing to ‘authorize the state to use its credit in 
purchasing homes for returning soldiers. Michigan: 
Has New -York bureau to take care of men when they 
land; state legislature has $5,000,000 with which to 
finance its employment and reconstruction projects. 
Minnesota: Offers state-wide free employment service 
with $100 bonus for each soldier and sailor. Montana: 
Legislature provided for appointment of Veteran Wel- 
fare Commission with a $225,000 appropriation to be 
used in finding places for returning soldiers and to give 
other aid. New Jersey: Arranging to assume necessary 
expense to continue the service of the U.S. Employment 
Bureau ; Mayor of Newark is arranging to raise $300,000 
in his own city. New Mexico: Legislature has passed 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act appropriating $30,000 cash and 
proceeds of rentals and sales of 300,000 acres of land; 
soldiers, sailors and marines and their families’ exempt 
from taxation up to $2,000. North Dakota: Enacted a 
law providing for tax of one-half mill on entire assessed 
valuation of the state, proceeds of which shall be paid 
to soldiers to apply money to buy home or secure educa- 
tion at the rate of $25 for every month of service in the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps. Oregon: Legislature has 
provided $100,000 for relief fund, half of which is for 
welfare of Oregon soldiers in New York, the other half 
for land settlement purposes; $10,000,000 bond issue 
voted on for road work with highway commission in- 
structed to give preferential rights to returned men. 
Utah: Legislature has provided $1,000,000 worth of 
bonds to finance the placement of soldiers on farms; it 
has authorized expenditure of $4,000,000 on road im- 
Provement; more than $10,000,000 worth of public im- 
provement being pushed through the state. Vermont: 


In addition to Federal pay the state pays $10 a month 
for a period of one year to men of Vermont who were 
ia the Service. 


Washington: State legislature has ap- 
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propriated $500,000 to be used by the Veteran Welfare 
Commission. 
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~ REDUCTION OF CONTRACT OBLIGATIONS. 

The work of canceling War Department contracts 
has now reached a stage where the figures show very 
définitely the steady progress that has been made. Two 
of the best indications of this progress are the figutes 
for the value of material still to be delivered by the dif- 
ferent bureaus, and the amounts that are being delivered 
each week. The Ordnance Department has now still to 
be delivered about $122,000,000 worth of material on 
war orders. This compares with a value of something 
over $3,500,000,000 worth which was outstanding on 
Nov. 11, 1918. ‘This total has been reduced by deliv- 
eries and by cancellations. 

At the time of the signing of the armistice the value 
of weekly deliveries of the chief items of Ordnance was 
running between $25,000,000 and $30,000,000. Those 
deliveries have now been reduced so that during the 
last few weeks they have been between $5,000,000 and 
$7,000,000. The same thing is true in the other War 
Department bureaus. The balance on order for material 
controlled by the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Divi- 
sion has dropped from about one billion to a_ little over 
$300,000,000, and the value of weekly deliveries has 
fallen from between $30,000,000 and $40,000,000 to $13,- 
000,000. These figures are exclusive of subsistence, med- 
ical supplies and raw materials. 

In the Air Service the progress of cancellations has 
been even more tapid. Contracts there have been can- 
celled and suspended to the value of nearly $500,000,000, 
so that practically all deliveries of important items of 
material have beeh terminated. 

The final closing up of contarcts has proved to be a 
long and arduous process, as all decisions must be pre- 
ceded by careful inventories of obligations incurred by 
firms holding contracts. The Claims Board, which has 
this work in hand, is, however, making very satisfactory 
progress.

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WorK OF THE SPECIAL CLEMENCY BoArp. 


The special Clemency Board, appointed to review all 
cases of men still remaining in confinement and all other 
cases involving penalties of any severity, had consiered, 
from March 1 to March 28, one-third of such cases. A 
total of 1,683 cases were considered in this period, out 
of approximately 5,027 calling for action. Five of the 
cases investigated called for life sentences. In 1,521 
cases, or hinety per cent. of all those considered, clem- 
ency was recommended. In only 162 cases, or ten per 
cent. was clemency denied. The original sentences in 
the 1,678 cases, not involving life term, total 12,268 
years, or an average sentence per man of seven years 
and four months. The recommendations of the board re- 
duced the sentences in these cases by 9,339 years, to 
2,929 years, or an average sentence per man of one 
year and nine months. To March 28 there were five 
cases involving life sentence considered by the board. In 
two of these cases sentences were reduced, one to two 
years, and the other to twenty years. Clemency was 
denied in the other three cases. 
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ARTILLERY Orricers’ ScHooL RETAINED. 


Supplementing instructions issued to the Chief ot 
Field Artillery in a letter of March 24, to the effect 
that the discontinuance of the Field Artillery Officers’ 
School at Camp Zachary Taylor was being contem- 
plated, and that until further notice no emergency offi- 
cers would be sent there for instruction, the Secretary 
of War has authorized the Chief of Field Artillery to 
maintain the school and to continue assigning officers 
for instruction. This authorization was received on 
April 8 by the Chief of Field Artillery and was granted 
in compliance with representation and application made 
by him to the Secretary of war that this school be con- 
tinued in accordance with plans of the Field Artillery 
Corps. ‘he instructions received by the Chief of Field 
Artillery provide that only Regular and . Provisional 


* officers shall be assigned to duty for instruction at the 


school, thus preventing the Class 3 officers, who for- 
merly composed practically all of the student personnel, 
from attending. The authorization reads as follows: 
“The Secretary of War directs that those concerned be 
informed re the request from the Chief of Field Artil- 
lery for authority to continue the Field Artillery Offi- 















cers’ Sehool at Camp Zachary. Taylor as follows: ‘That 
such instructor and overhead’ personnel as desired at 
the school may be retained as atithorized in Par. 4 
letter of March 24, from The Adjutant General; that 
in order to keep fhe school in existence for future use 
student personnel is authorized to at no time exceed 
100 officers; that student officers wilh be selected from 
officers holding provisional or permanent appointments 
in Field Artillery of the permanent establishment; that 
student personnel must be obtained by depleting regi- 
ments and the sending of officers to the school is not to 
result either directly or indirectly in the retention of 
any emergency officer of any arm in the Service beyond 
the time he would normally be discharged ; that no emer- 
gency officer will be sent to the school; that subject to 
the above restrictions for officers to proceed to cnd de- 
part from the school will be submitted by the Chief of 
Field Artillery to The Adjutant General for a cal 
of the necessary orders.”

Honor DESIGNATIONS IN ARMY REGISTEA. 


Following the domment in the ARMy AND Navy Jour-

Spruce AND OTHER Woop For AIRPLANES SToRED. 


In the New York Sun of reeent date there was an 
article condemning the alleged waste of high grade air- 
plane material, stating that. costly wood was "being dis- 
posed of for practically nothing. It was learned at the 
War Department on April 8 that not one single foot 
of the 15,000,000 feet of: spruce, owned by the Govern- 
ment, had been sold. Reports of the Spruce Production 
Association show that no lumber was ever better piled ~” 
for storage and curing this material, which is in excel- 
lent condition. What is known as side cut, i.e., wastage, 
had been sold at $19.50 a thousand feet, which is con- 
sidered an exceedingly good priee, and while less than 
the market quotation for fir lumber, what was sold is 
actually waste. The Air Service is disposing of no other 
wood, keeping in storage the mahogany, walnut, etc., for 
propellers and ply timber for lamiaating into struts. 
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Pay or Cuier Navy NURSES. 

The following is quoted from an opinion of the Judge 
Advocate General, War Department, under date of Jan. 
81, 1919: “A chief nurse is appointed to a position which 
she continues to hold and which carries pay until relief 
from duty is accomplished by removal by the Surgeon 
General with approval of the Secretary of War.” The 
Comptroller of the Treasury has decided that members 
of the Navy Nurse Corps (female) when assigned to 
duty as chief nursés by the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery are entitled to extra compensation as chief nurses 
so long as they continue to hold that: position. Chief 
nurses therefore continue to be entitled to the additional 
pay provided by the Act of July 9, 1918, while on leave, 
on temporary duty away from regular station or travel- 
ing to and from such duty. 
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THE LOCALIZATION OF DIVISIONS. 

An interesting sidelight on the localization of divi- 
sions under the Chief of Staff's plan, which shows the 
public interest in the idea, is furnished by xumerous 
questions coming from all parts of the country concern- 
ing the regimental units. One strong protest, it is un- 
derstood, has‘come from New York because the 165th” 
Infantry (old 69th National Gyard) was absent from 
the units assigned to the 27th Division. Commenda- 
tions of the plan far outnumber the criticisms, however, 
and the outlook now is that when the people fully under- 
stand this localization scheme it will receive very gen- 
eral support. | 
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STATISTICS OF HOSPITAL PATIENTS. 

A total of 38,214 patients from overseas were under 
treatment in Army hospitals in this country on March 
31, according to statistics received from the various hos- 
pitals as of that date. There were also 18,765 domestie 
cases, making a total of 56,979 patients under treatment, 
The general hospital at Fort McHenry, Md., with 2,109 
cases, had the largest number of patients of any of the 
hospitals. . 
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Money Orper Service To LUXEMBURG. 

Exchange of post office money orders between the 
United States and Luxemburg has been resumed. This 
was temporarily discontinued at the time of the declara- 
tion of war with Germany, for the reason that the trans- 
mittal of nrail to Luxemburg could only be accomplished

Owing to the fact 
thatthe board of officers who conducted the investiga- - 
tion of the suicide case found that the dead man was 
mentally-unsound prior-to his enlistment, the officers de- 
cided: that death was not. in the. line of duty.. In re- 
viewing this judgment of the board the J.A.G. gives the 
opinion that “the fact that the mental condition may 
have existed prior to enlistment is immaterial. . . . 
The death should be regarded as having -been incurred 
in the line of duty and not as a result of misconduct.” 
In the ease of the private who was killed as a result of 
a quarrel he started, the board came to the decision that 
the death occurred in the line of duty and not as a re- 
sult of misconduct, but the J.A.G. points out that the 
enlisted man violated the 96th Article of War at the 
time of the fight and was out of line of duty, “conse- 
quently his death should be regarded as having occurred 
out of the line of duty and as a result of his own wilful 
misconduct.” In the third case, a private while on fur- 
lough went to a railroad station for the purpose 0 
sending a telegram asking his commander for an _ exten- 
sion of his furlough. On his return to the house he was 
visiting he attempted to board a freight train in motion 
and was injured. The J.A.G. gives the opinion that the 
disability should be regarded as having occurred in the 
line of duty since his beimg on furlough does not take 
him out of the line of duty, and although he may have 
been guilty of negligence in attempting to board the 
train, negligence alone does not remove a soldier from 
the line of duty. 
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CHEMICAL WARFARE SERVICE COMMENDED. 

Col. Edward N. Johnston, Chief of the Chemical War- 
fare Service, A.E.F., who has been stationed at Tours, 
France, has received. the following letter of commenda- 
tion of the Chemical ‘Warfare Service from Gen. John J. 
Petshifig, commander-in-chief, A.E.F. It is addressed, 
“My dear Colonel Jolnsten’”’ and reads: “Now that 
active operations have ceased and many of the person- 
nel of the Chemical Warfare Service are returning to 
the United States, I desire to express to you and through 
you to all of your officers and enlisted men my apprecia- 
tion of the valuable assistance they have rendered to 
the American Expeditionary Force. Upon our entry into 
thé war we were faced with the problem of a new service 
in the organization of which the experience of our Allies 
was so new and so limited that there were few precedents 
to follow. ‘The best brains and experience among our 
students and teachers of chemistry were called into ser- 
vice, and by rapid establishment of gas schools and the 
aid of specially trained personnel, all combat troops 
were instructed in the necessary defensive measures 
against poisonous gas. The first gas regiment was 
trained and equipped, and rendered good service in the 
two American offensives of St. Mihiel and the Meuse- 
Argonne. Due to the energetic co-operation of all ranks, 
much was accomplished in a very short time, for which 
it gives me great pleasure to extend to you all the thanks 
of your comrades of the American Expeditionary Force. 
Will you convey this especially te Brigadier General 
Fries, whose enthusiasm and energy were such great 
factors in the successful organization and development 
of the Service.” 
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Tue New Britisn AIRsiirPs. 

Some of the figures which have been published re- 
garding the rigid airship, R-33, built for the British 
Admiralty by Messrs. Armstrong and Whitworth, in 
Yorkshire, Engiand, have been incorvect. This airship, 
according to the London Engineer, has a length of 670 
feet, and a diameter of eighty feet. Her total weight is 
thirty tons, and she is supposed to be the largest airship 
in the workd. She has already undergone successful 
trials, and a sister ship, the R-34, has been completed 
for the British Admiralty at the works of Messrs. 
Beardmore, near Greenock, Scotland. One of these 
ships will probably be selected to make the attempt to 
fly across the Atlantic. With a gas capacity of about 
2,000;000 cubic feet, the R-33,; the Engineer says, is 
capable of lifting a gross weight of thirty tons or so 
in addition to her own weight. In ordinary service, 
with fuel, etc., for a prolonged voyage, her net carrying 
capacity available for goods or’ passengers, exclusive of 
crew, would probably be about eight tons.~ She is driven 
by four engines developing 2 total of 1,250 horse-power 
and disposed in a forwar’, an aft and two wing gondo- 
las, situated amidships. As usual, the propellers in the 
midship gondolas rotate in opposite directions. The 
crew nimbers twenty-there, and the control of the ship 
is exercised from the forward gondola. The speed is 
about seventy miles an’ hour. 
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GERMAN ‘SUBMARINES SHOWN IN UNITED STarteEs. 

The Navy Department has arranged the itinerary for 
the five ex-German submarines now en route ‘to the 
United States convoyed by ‘the U.S.S.° Bushnell and 
manned by American créws. ‘The U-boats, which are 
being brought over for the double ptirpose of exhibition 
to the public during the Liberty Loan drive and for 
study by American naval experts, are expected to reach 
New York the latter part of April, and will then proceed 
on the following itineraries: U-111, to Portland, Ports- 
mouth, Boston, New Bedford, Newport, Providence, New 
Haven and then lay up at New London; U-117, 
Philadelphia, Wilmington, Del., Charleston, §.C., Wil- 
mington, N.C., Norfolk, Baltimore, Annapolis, to Wash- 
ington » UB-88, to Savannah, Jacksonville, Tampa, Pen- 
sacola, Mobile, up Mississippi River to St. Louis, then 
Galveston, Key West, through Panama Canal, up Pacifie 
coast to Puget Sound District, to San Pedro; UB-148, 
exhibit at various places in and about New York, then 
up Hudson River as far as draft will safely permit, 
then Bridgeport and lay up at New London; UC-97, 
from New York to Halifax, up St. Lawrence River, ex- 
hibit in Lake ports and finally lay up at naval training 
station, Great Lakes.

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ContTract For Navy HEtroM PLANT AWARDED. 

The Navy Department-on April 5 awarded the eon- 
tract for the installation of the Argon Producing Plant 
at North Fort Worth, Texas, to the Dawson Construc- 
tion Company of. Washington, D.C., at $431,000. This 
price does not include the mechanical piping or the exca- 
ve*ion for the cooling pond. This plant will manufacture 
hc1ium, the non-inflammable gas for use in dirigibles and 
balloons, and will consist of an office and laboratory 
building, separator building, boiler and pump house, 
storehouse, lime. storage shed, eompression building, 
pressure reducing house, nitrogen, cylinder house, ecar- 
bide dioxide removal system building, lime mixing shed, 
two steel towers, ete. .The buildings will be widely 
scattered. and will be constructed of reinforced concrete 
and wood. The machinery equipment will be supplied 
by the Navy Department, which expects to produce 
helium gas in quantity before the end of summer.

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GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERVIEW. 
eh , ~Becond Wer ‘Anniversary. | «. «: 

At, his weekly interview with the -Washington corre- 
spondents on:-April 5 Gen. Peyton ©, March; Chief of 
Staff, U.S.A., said: ' 

“To-morrow, Apfil 6, is the sécond anniversary of thé 
entrance of the United States into the World War. 
One-year ago we were starting a tremendous drive to 
get troops to France: When I took charge of the office 
of Chief of Staff on March 4 of last year I found that 
February had touched bottom in the number of troops 
shipped abroad—only 43,000 men having sailed. We 
built ships; we bought ships; we begged ships; we com- 
mandeered ships; and on last April 6 the flood of men 
across seas had definitely begun, imcreasing in volume 
until we reached our maximum of 309,000 men in one 
month. Now on our second anniversary the great prob- 
lem-confronting us is to get our men back to their homes 
from across the seas. I have set as a mark to be 
reached—310,000 men in*one month. Each mouth is 
showing a steady increase over the month before, and 
we will do our best to break our record in trans-Atlantic 
shipments. Démobilization has been specded up at home. 
One camp has established a camp record of demobilizing 
over 4,000 men in one day and we.can easily handle the 
maximum number of men per month which the avail- 
able shipping permits us to bring back. Every state in 
the Union is now welcoming its returning sons—the 
fest types of American manhood, clean and virile, and 
deserving ‘the thanks of the American people. 

“The total number of officers and enlisted men dis- 
charged, up to and including April 5, the returns of 
April 5 being the early returns for the week ending that 
date, is 1,624,171. Of this number 91,674 are officers, 
and 1,532,497 enlisted men.’ The total number of men 
ordered demobilized is 1,836,500. There have been dis- 
charged from their emergency rank 203 officers of the 
Regular Army. The estimated strength of the Army on 
April 1 was 2,055,718. We.have demobilized f )rty-four 
per cent. of the men that were in the Service on Nov. 
11, 1918, and forty-eight per cent. of the officers. Thirty 
thousand six hundred and thirty-six officers have been 
appointed to commissions in the Reserve Corps on their 
own application. - Fifteen thousand one hundred and 
one of these officers have applied for appointment in the 
Regular Army. Sailings from Europe have reached the 
total of 627,519 since Noy..J. Sailings since April 1 
up to the present time, so far’ reported, 7,649. 

No Excess of Typhoid in the A.E.F. 

“There has been some comment in one of the morning 
papers about the conditions with regard to typhoid in 
the American Expeditionary Force, and a quotation. from 
a circular of the chief surgeon of the A.E.F. enjoining 
upon doctors to carefully watch the preventives to see 
that no laxity was permitted by the doctars themselves. 
That statement apparently has given rise to a miscon- 
ception of what the facts are. In the A.E.F. in 1918 
the admission rate was .356 per thousand. As compared 
with the Spanish-American War, the admission rate in 
the Spanish War was eighty-five per thousand. The 
highest death rate experienced in any week in the A.E.F. 
was the week ending Feb. 6, 1919, when.the rate was 
3.94 which was less than one-twenty-fifth of the rate 
through the Spanish War. The total number of deaths 
from typhoid in the A.E.F. dtiring the whole year of 
1918 was only ninety, a death rate which is just about 
one-third of the civilian death rate from typhoid in the 
United States during that year. 

“IT have been asked something about the executive 
order which was released on April 5 concerning the Di- 
rector of Aircraft Production. It was necessary to issue 
this order because the original order establishing the Air 
Service specifically put Mr. John D: Ryan as the man 
who could perform certain functions, and as the head 
of ‘the Aircraft Board he had other functions to perform ; 
and this order simply gives General Menoher the same 
status with regard to these matters that Mr. Ryan had. 
There is no change in the actual system that is going on. 

“We have received from France some rather interest- 
ing figures about the demobilization of the Central 
Powérs and the demobilization of the entire Allied 
forces to include February; The demobilization has 
been going on, of course, since then, but. the figures show 
what has been happening over. there... The Central 
Powers’ figures are:

Was made, tne strength of the Allied foré¢es was 13; 
366,000 or seventy-five: per: cent..of the strength. which 
they had on Nov. 11. 
Recruiting for the Army. 

“The .enlistments since. Feb. 28, when the law was 
passed authorizing enlistments, have now reached.a total 
of 4,594. This figure is not very impressive, but the 
first portion of the month was consumed in establish- 
ing recruiting parties in the yarious cities, renting 
rooms, and putting into them the necessary medical ap- 
pliances for the examinations, and this was really a 
half month’s work, so it isn’t so bad from this light. 
The men enlisted will. go abroad -with the exception. of 
those who, re-enlist in the Cavalry on the border, or for 
some particular organization, I found that the regi- 
ments on the. border have a really substantial re-enlist- 
men of men who have had this service, and apparently 
wanted. to come back. 

Policy as to Division Parades. 

“The Department has found it necessdry definitely to 
decide that we can not parade the 42d Division in Wash- 
ington. ‘The original plan of having the 42d here was 
based upon the fact that this diyision was composed of 
units from all over the United States and it was pro- 

that the President would review the division him- 
self, but as time has gone on the President finds it im- 
possible to be here when the 42d arrives, and the Sec 
retary of War himself will be absent. It would be nec- 
essary to retain the division in camp for entirely too 
much time to make it possible to parade that division 
here, so we have notified General Pershing by cable yes- 
terday that this division would not be paraded in Wash- 
ington. As the Secretary stated to you yesterday, per- 
haps, we intend to have one big division review in Wash- 
ington by the President of the United States. The 
parade will be a typical force, representing all branches 
of the Serviee; and if possible, troops drawn from al] 
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sources, Regulars, Marines, National Guard and Na- 
tional Army. ‘ The 42d Division, when it comes, is 
scheduled to go to Camp Meade for preliminary de- 
lousing and cleaning up, and then each regiment. will be 
sent immediately to the state from which it came, where 
it will be demobilized. These regiments will be paraded 
in some of the cities, so that each state .can see their 
own part of that very extraordinary organization. The 
Secretary of War had intended to come back with the 
last unit of the 42d, but General Pershing has put ‘the 
division forward on the priority list, and the result is 
that we expect to have the whole outfit here before the 
last of this month. It will probably come im at New 
York and go to Meade. ; 

“The 77th Division parade in New York is still a mat- 
ter of adjustment. The departments wants to.pérmit the 
parade of as large units as possible in each city where 
the men come from, and where the people have a right 
to see them. We do not propose, however, to congest the 
demobilization camps around New York, or diverting 
ships to other ports where they didn’t have facilities to 
handle the men, or slowing up demobilization from 
France. As a matter of fact, the 27th Division occupied 
our camps around New York for more than three weeks, 
when we expected that they would not be there for more 
than five days, and it cost us $975,000 to do it. With 
the best will in the world in this matter, we cannot guar- 
antee a division parade of the 77th Division, but we will 
yuarantee that every single unit of that division, that 
is the regiments, etc., will parade through the streets of 
New York city if they want to have them. 

Withdrawal from Archangel. 

“As we have said, we are going to withdraw the 
troops from Archangel and bring them back to the 
United States. We will bring those people back cer- 
tainly by June, according to our present plan. They are 
repairing the railroads and waiting for the ice to break 
up to get them out. Just as soon as we can we will 
get them out.

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THIRTEENTH DIVISION, U.S. ARMY. 


We have received a copy of the history of the 13th 
Division, U.S. Army, which was compiled at Camp 
Lewis, Wash., and published by Robert W. Hulbert, of 
Tacoma, Wash. The history is a handsomely printed 
booklet of forty pages with illustrations, and is copy- 
righted by Major W. G. Muller, formerly the division 
adjutant. By permission of the Major we make the 
following extracts from the history: The division was 
organized at Camp Lewis, American Lake, Wash., on 
July 16, 1918, and was composed of the following units, 
all being National Army, except where otherwise noted: 

13th Headquarters Troop and 37th Divisional Ma- 
chine Gun Battalion. 

25th Infantry Brigade, consisting of the 1st and 75th 
Infantry Regiments of the Regular Army, and the 38th 
Machine Gun Battalion. 

26th Infantry Brigade, consisting of the 44th and 
76th Infantry Regiments of the Regular Army, and the 
39th Machine Gun Battalion. 

13th Field Artillery Brigade, consisting of the 37th, 
38th and 39th Field Artillery Regiments. 

13th Trench Mortar Battery, 213th Engineer Regi- 
ment, 213th Engineer Train, 213th Field Signal Bat- 
talion, 13th Train Headquarters and M.P., 13th Sup- 
ply Train, 13th Sanitary Train, 249th, 250th, 251st and 
252d Field Hospital, 249th, 250th, 25lst and 252d Am- 
bulance Company. 

Col. Edward N. Jones, jr., commanding the 44th In- 
fantry, took the first steps to organize the division, The 
14th and 44th Infantry regiments of the Regular Army 
were the nucleus from which the 75th and 76th Infan- 
try Regiments were formed. Following the formation of 
the latter units, organizations were formed in rapid 
order. The personnel of the division was mainly drawn 
from the selective service quota received at Camp Lewis 
in August and September, 1918, and the experience 
gained during the training period of the 91st Division at 
Camp Lewis was largely responsible for the rapidity 
with which the untrained men were assimilated with 
the various units which made up the 13th Division. 

Brig. Gen. Cornelius Vanderbilt arrived at the camp 
from France and assumed command of the division on 
Aug. 20, and on Sept. 11 he was relieved by Brig. Gen. 
Frank B. Watson, who in turn was relieved on Oct. 7 
by the permanent division ‘commander, Brig. Gen. 
Joseph D. Leitch, who was appointed major general on 
Oct. 7. General Vanderbilt was later assigned to com- 
mand the 25th Infantry Brigade, and.General Watson 
the 26th Infantry Brigade. 

On Nov. 11, 1918, when the armistice was signed, the 
13th Division had made such excellent progress that it 
was fully organized and ready for immediate overseas 
duty. On Jan. 19 orders were issued for the entire de- 
mobilization of the division much to the regret of offi- 
cers and men, who had looked forward to service abroad. 





On Feb. 6 the demobilization was temporarily sus- 
pended in order that troops from the division under Brig. 
Gen. John L. Hayden could proceed to Seattle to pro- 
tect government property and assist in quelling dis- 


orders at that place. 
In relinquishing command of the division, Jan. 23, 
1919, General Leiteh, in general orcers, extended his ap-

preciation to the command for the work it had done, 
and for its peogesss in training, its high morale and its 
clean record. he Jargest number of officers and men 
were in camp on Livy. 30, 1918, when the aggregate 
strength was 1,005 officers and 20,927 men. The history 
contains some interesting data about every unit of the 
division. 

It is noted that the Ist United States Infantry, which 
was on duty with the division, has been in continuous 
existence since 1784. At the time the Ist Infantry 
was assigned to the 13th Division it numbered sixty- 
four officers and 1,350 men, commanded by Lieut. Col. 
Edward A. Shuttleworth. Col. Harvey W. Miller as- 
sumed command on Oct. 24. Lieutenant Colonel Shut- 
tleworth assumed command of the 25th Infantry Brigade 
on Aug. 10 and was succeeded on Aug. 22 by Col. Fitz- 
hugh Lee. ‘Brig. Gen. Cornelius Vanderbilt, who had 
seen service overseas with the 27th Division, became 
brigade commander 6n Sept. 17. Col. Henry M. Dich- 
mann commanded the brigade after the departure of 
General Vanderbilt on Dec. 19 and his subsequent hon- 
orable discharge frum the Service. Col. Edward N. 
Jones, of the 4th Infantry, was commander of the 26th 
Infantry Brigade during its early formation. Brig. Gen. 
Frank B. Watson assumed formal command of the 
brigade on Oct. 7. 

The 13th Field Artillery Brigade, which received high 
praise from Lieutenant Colonel Wallace, inspector of 
Field Artillery, was first under the command of Lieut. 
Col. Harold E. Mat. On Sept. 16 Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam P. Ennfs arrived from Fort Sill and took command 
of the brigade, retaining command until he left for over- 
seas on Dec. 14, when Colonel Bailey, of the 37th Regi- 
ment, and Colonel Merrill, of the 38th Regiment, com- 
manded the brigade, respectively, until the arrival of 
Brig. Gen. John L. Hayden on Jan. 12, 1919 

The history contains pictures of officers, -troops oF 
strike duty in Seattle, and Tacoma, of cantonment, 
drills, ete., Infantry at the rifle range, Artillery at prac- 
tice, work of engineers, pictures of machine gun prac- 
tice, bayonet training, hand grenade training, signal 
drill, ete.

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FRENCH MILITARY NOTES. 
(FROM OUR FRENCH CORRESPONDENT.) 
Causes of German Collapse. 


The causes that have brought about the collapse of 
Bocheland form an object of controversy on both sides 
of the Rhine. Major Paulus, writing in the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, comes to the conclusion that the high German 
command was strategically outmatched and confronted 
with prospects of a disastrous retreat, an enveloping ma- 
neuver being threatened in the south by the Franco- 
American army and in the north by the Anglo-French. 
Marshals Foch and Haig have stated their belief that 
Ludendorff surrendered in the nick of time to avoid the 
capture by the Allies of half his army. Better for the 
peace of the world if the armistice could have been de- 
layed and Boche military power utterly wiped out. 

As remarked by Napoleon “le vainqueur est tou- 
jours celui qui commet Ie moins de fautes.” Ludendorff, 
who possessed a substantial numerical superiority in the 
spring and summer 1918, pending the arrival of the 
American Army, gave away his chances through a series 
of strategic blunders promptly detected and made use ef 
by Foch. His chief mistake was to proceed by succes- 
sive attacks on too narrow fronts, his largest front of 
attack being 100 kilometers in Champaign, thereby leav- 
ing the opportunity to come to the rescue to the treops 
of Allied sectors he had neglected to attack and expos- 
ing his flanks to dangerous counter-strokes. The right 
way, as Foch demonstrated later, was to allow the foe 
no respite and no freedom of movements by simultaneous. 
blows all along the line. 

Value of Fortifications. 

A strong reaction is visible in military circles against 
the popular opinion that the war has shown the’ useless- 
ness of fortifications. It is pointed out that, although 
the pacifist tendencies of the Chamber caused our camps 
retranchées to be sadly neglected, the latter fulfilled the 
réle expected of them. Maubeuge, that was a fortress 
only in name, paralyzed a German army corps with an 
enormous artillery, for twelve days, whereas Lidge, 
Namur, and Antwerp, reputed to be thoroughly up to 
date, had only resisted a few days. Little Longwy de- 
tained a German division for over a fortnight. For five 
long months Verdun defied the efforts of the million men 
of the Crown Prince, inflicting irreparable losses on the 
Boche army. It is now revealed that the abandoning to 
the enemy of the Briey ore mines, in French territory 
but within range of the artillery of the Metz forts, which 
the French command had decided at the outset of the 
war, was due to the great respect which well informed 
French officers entertained for the defensive capabilities 
of the great German camp retranché. Our general staff, 
later, shrunk from the terrible losses a direct attack on 
that stronghold would have entailed. The truth is that 
fortifications have come to stay, as they answer a per- 
manent military need. They are sure to be revived in a 
new form. Dispersal of the target, deep dugouts and 
shelters, superior calibers and aerial scouts are to be 
their new features. 

“Strength of French Army. 

The world conflict.-has been primarily a Franco-Ger- 
man war. Besides serving as the chief battle ground of 
the world armies, France had by very far the lion’s 
share in the fighting and sacrifices. She not only 
fought practically single-handed the battle of the Marne 
in September, 1914, but she all along maintained the 
largest army in the field. According to statistics just 
supplied to the Chamber, the numerical strength of the 
French army since the beginning of the war has been as 
shown hereafter.

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IN BEHALF OF THE CHAPLAINS. 


In behalf of the chaplains of the Army a joint letter * 
has been sent to the Secretary of War by’the General 
Committee on Army and Navy Chaplains, the General 
War-Time Commission of the Churches, and the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of Christ in America, un- 
der date of March 3. The General Committee has, been 
the recognized agency through which the Protestant 
churches have sent their recommendations to the War 
Department of ministers for commissions as chaplains, 
and has handled several thousand applications, investi- 
gating them and recommending over 2,500 to the de- 
partment for commission. Bishop William F. McDow- 
ell is chairman and Rev. Gaylord S. White secretary of 
the committee, which has its headquarters in Washing- 
ton. The letter to Secretary Baker says, in part: 

“Speaking in the name of the Protestant churches of 

America, we beg respectfully to lay before you the fol- 
lowing matters as expressing our mature judgment con- 
cerning the things which will make for efliciency in the 
Chaplain Service in the Army: 
_ “We urge most earnestly as of first importance that 
in plans for the reorganization of the Army adequate 
provision be made for a Chaplains Corps in harmony 
with the general practice of the Army. It is our convic- 
tion that this is fundamental if men of the best type 
are to be attracted to the office of chaplain as a voca- 
tion. We respectfully urge provision for promotion of 
chaplains on more just terms than at the present, in 
order that chaplains performing important functions 
may have grades in keeping with the responsibilities 
and that those serving long and faithfully may have 
adequate recognition. , 

“We earnestly protest against any reduction in the 
proportion of chaplains to officers and enlisted men. 
The bill “To organize and increase the efficiency of the 
Regular Army” (H.R. 14560), which we unde 
to represent the conclusions of the War Department, 
would have the effect of making the proportion of chap- 
lains to officers and enlisted men approximately one to 
two thousand. We believe a grave: mistake would be 
made if the present proportion of one to twelve hundred 
were decreased. 

“We beg to submit that experience in the present 
war has demonstrated the need of organization of the 
chaplains. The chaplain . . . is formally recog- 
nized by the Government as the head of the religious 
work for the soldiers of his unit. With the concentra- 
tion of troops in the training comps and in the field 
and with the development of a que system of wel- 
fare work the opportunities and responsibilities of the . 
chaplain have been greatly enlarged. The need of proper 
co-operation between all the chaplains im a_ given camp 
or cantonment seems obvious if their work is to be 
erly done. Why should the chaplain service be the o 
unorganized and unco-ordinated service in the Army? 
In France the need of organization was recognized 
months ago and the Beotanariens Board of Chaplains 
was appointed by General Pershing, but at home, where 
the need was, we believe, equally great, nothing has 
bern done. We most earnestly urge that action be ~ 
taken as speedily as possible looking to the creation of. 
an organization of the chaplains. . 

“With reference to the question of promotion we sub- 
mit that it is a manifest injustice to require a cha 
to serve seven years as first lieutenant before 
eligible to a captaincy. We note with pleasure the 
memorandum issued Jan. 25 authorizing ‘promotions in 
the Medical, Chaplain and other corps of the Army as 
are within the tables of organization and necessary to 
confer rank commensurate with authority e or 
work to be done under such tables.’ We would respect- 
fully inquire whether this would permit promotion of 
chaplains up to and including the grade of colonel? 
We believe that chaplains should be eé le to attain 
this grade and that a fair proportion of chaplains should 
be allowed to each grade from first lieutenant to colonel. 
We wish it to be clearly understood, however, that we 
are not interested in rank for its own sake, but because, 
in any part of the military establishment, for the effi- 
cient performance of duty, rank must be proportionate 
to the responsibility involved. 

“As you are aware, Mr. Secretary, the churches of 
America have given freely of many of their ablest min- 
isters to ‘the service of the Army. They have sought 
through our committee to co-operate with you. They 
are vitally concerned in the moral and spiritual welfare 
of the men whom the chaplains serve. ey hope many 





of the chaplains who have shown ess will a 
ply for commissions in the permanent . They 
however, that this will be the case only if the chaplain 


service is so organized as to give opportunity for ef- 
fective work.”

INSURANCE IN THE NAVY. 
U.S.S. Baltimore. 
To THe Eprron or THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Admirai Benson’s recent letter in the JOURNAL on 
life insurance was most timely. No man questions the 
desirability of insuring his life. If a naval officer im 
these days when all salaried men are struggling to 
make ends meet can meet his obligations and maintain 
his insurance he is doing his full financial duty. 

Of course, there is a sentimental side to ge the 
Navy Mutual Aid Association. Unfortunately, appeals 
to sentiment in these material days are without effect. 
However regrettable, it is true. Fifteen years ago I 
— the association because it offered then, and still 
oes, the soundest and most reasonable form of life in- 
surance. I wish we had a similar form for the enlisted 
men of the Naval Service. It would cost them little 
and it would mean much to thousands, and there would 
be no element of charity in it, as there is in every other 
form of relief. For some time I served as a director 
in the association and I came in contact with many rep- 
resentatives of other companies that covered the same 
field—midshipmen. These men agreed to urge the join- 
ing of the Navy Mutual Aid Association and then of 
their own companies. This was certainly fair enough 
and I worked with them, for one policy should not be 
considered sufficient. This applies at present as well 
to national insurance. I would carry more than one 
policy in the association if it were allowed. It is not. 

I found in my work that for years naval officers were 
considered the most wonderful risks on earth and com- 
anies clamored to insure them. Just before the war, 
owever, few companies were taking a chance’on our 
lives and regarded us as “entangling alliances.” More- 
over, the apprehension felt by some members as to the 





association ing under if war came was unfounded. 
More than fifty Bo cent. of the members were not sea- 
going officers. e Army Mutual Aid Association, de- 


ite its casualties of war, now reports healthier finan- 
cial conditions than ever. 
Life insurance is not an investment. Many of us 
have found this out. It is protection solely. The col- 
lateral ee as an investment (that is, through term 
policies) is excessive and includes continued good health 
during the term and a heavy drain for premiums. 
Straight life is the answer. In my experience, a Navy 
Mutual Aid policy will cost fifty percent. less than the 
most reasonable form of any other life insurance. The 
limit of the benefit by law is $5,000. It is now over 
$4,000 and a few hundred more members will bring it to 
its maximum and when it reaches that the cost of the 
insurance will begin to reduce. Never was there a more 
liberal policy. In the heavens above and the waters be- 
neath the earth, in the North Sea during war and Nar- 
ragansett Bay in the height of the season, you are al- 
lowed to do your duty without thought of forfeit. As 
a naval officer it is something to be allowed to perform 
unrestricted duty. It has to be performed anyway; 

why lose?

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THE REGULAR OFFICERS IN FRANCE. 
To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

We come to you with our troubles every once in a 
while when there seems to be no other way to bring to 
the notice of those in power the little things that bother 
us. So much has been done for the temporary officers 
and men—so much effort is being made to satisfy them 
and to send them home happy—that it seems as if the 
Regular officers have been more or less completely for- 
gotten. Three things concern us over here in France 
very vitally—reduction in rank as the emergency passes; 
the selection of officers for our troops to remain abroad: 
and the question of a rest on our return to God's 
country. 

Reduction in rank as the emergency passes. Those of 
us who requested officially service overseas and got it 
and have done our bit see the temporary officers being 
given increased rank as they are about to go home and 
after the emergency has passed. But we in the Regu- 
lar Service seem destined to be degraded (in the eyes of 
our families and friends) by a demotion after the emer- 
gency passes and we are to return as junior officers and 
to mix with our friends who have been to war and who 
have returned with well earned promotions—they to be 
senior officers with honors while we wiil be junior offi- 
cers who have been demoted. We may understand this, 
but who else will? What about our wives, our children, 
our friends, who have believed in us? Is this right, is 
this justice? Let me make a suggestion. -Why not 
issue an order that no officer will be demoted until thirty 
days after his return to the United States. Or if there 
are some that will say that we are dipping,into the 
Treasury funds (although it is being gladly and freely 
done in the case of temporary officers who are going back 
to civil life and who will have influence) why not au- 
thorize us to wear the insignia of the highest rank we 
have earned over here for a period of thirty days after 
return to the United States and be entitled to the title 
that goes with the insignia (even if we do not get the 
pay). Pride is the great factor in our lives after all— 
that and the way in which your loved ones and friends 
regard you. 

Selection of officers for our troops to remain abroad. 
This seems to be one of the questions that is causing 
worry among officers who have done their bit over here 
and who on top of this have far more than their share 
of foreign service to their credit. Why would it not be 
wise to consider for this duty: (1) Those officers who 





have not yet had service in the A.E.F. (2) Those offi- 
cers (otherwise) who have the least foreign service to 
their credit. These are mere suggestions for the gen- 
eral improvement of the Service. 

Question of a rest on our return to God’s country. 
There are many of us who need a rest. The strain has 
been great. Whether we are going or coming—who 
knows—we don’t. That is our condition. Why can’t 
leaves of absence be given with-some regard to efficient 


service? Take my case as an example. I came back 
from foreign service in the early spring of 1916 and was 
about to enjoy a long rest (had a nice leave of absence), 
It is still in my pocket—I was rushed to Texas, ‘I 
would always be able to get that leave shortly. But 
not quite yet. And so it went on. And then the war 


came on, and I have not had that leave yet. Between 
the tropics and Texas and this war—am I going or 


coming? in a business enterprise in civil life 
would Bo cay mm tal men in our condition or force 
them to go on vacations. Are we less wide awake and 
efficient? 

A number of us have discussed these things at length 
—with all the pros and cons—and I have been delegated 
to put our thoughts in writing. Some of us want to re- 
main in France. They are those that have had but little 
foreign service and have not been over here any too long. 
Some of us need to go home. We have been under a 
large strain. We are tired. 

COLONEL. 
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SERGEANT MAJOR’S COURSE, ARTILLERY. 
To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Appointment to the grad@ of sergeant major, junior 
grade, Coast Artillery Corps, is obtained now in the 
following manner: The applicant must submit to a 
preliminary entrance examination, equivalent more or 
less to the examination required for appointment to 
ordnance sergeant or other staff non-commissioned posi- 
tions of higher rank and pay. If successful he will be 
admitted to the Artillery School to undergo instruction 
(merely a regular business course) for one whole year 
to qualify him for the job—maybe. While in the In- 
fantry, Cavalry, Engineers and Field Artillery appoint- 
ments to sergeants major are usually made by selection 
and recommendation of capable men according to length 
of service and personal merits. 

The sergeants major the school will turn out at the 
end of a year’s course (according to prevalent opinion 
among service men) will be young men who take the 
course more for their personal interest than that of the 
Service, who will soon find advancement-in civil occupa- 
tions. The Government, after it has given them an edu- 
eation intended for military, -not for civil, pursuits, 
will not benefit by their services. Why don’t they follow 
the satisfactory system of the other branches of the 
Service and give appointments to men who will remain 
in it? There are many capable old non-commissioned 
officers who can hold this grade efficiently, and to these 
deserving men appointments should be given. Many 
non-com. officers have been commissioned during the 
war and have performed duties efficiently, while many 
others were given reserve commissions. Why are they 
not recommended for these appointments? If fit to 
hold commissions they ought to be good enough to hold 
non-com. staff positions as well. 

The sergeants major the school turns out in most 
eases are admitted from a recruit status, simly because 
they were formerly clerks. They show lack of: experi- 
ence, military bearing and knowledge of the Service, 
characteristic distinctions which gave the old sergeant 
major the aptitude of a real soldier, ‘The former ser- 
geant major was selected by his personal merits and 
military service from the most reliable and efficient non- 
com. officers. He was not only 100 per cent. efficient 
in the handling of administrative matters and military 
paper work, but an accomplished and experienced sol- 
dier, capable of handling men in the field. 

The new men do not know anything about recruiting 
and details of military administration. Some do not 
know how to execute discharge papers or other simple 
military blank forms. But they know shorthand, at 
least some do. Shorthand is really very convenient 
and of practical value in a departmental staff's office, 
where lengthy reports, court proceedings, ete., are dic- 
tated and transcribed. But never is shorthand of much 
use at headquarters of a command or port, where rou- 
tine clerical work is simple and involves large amount 
of correspondence. The course at the school is attract- 
ive for young men who after acquiring a knowledge of 
stenography will secure lucrative civil occupations. But 
for men who have seén fifteen to twenty years of stiff 
military service, of am average age of thirty-five to 
forty-five years, shorthand will not be so easy a task, 
and evidently useless at the end for the work expected 
of them. 





SERGEANT.

Jan. 23, 1919, and a number of this class of officers we 
ordered to the schools. A number resigned their co 
missions for the reason that they felt they would hay 
no chance with the youngsters, who had gone through 
training school and had been commissioned. It had b 
a long time since they had gone to school, even thou 
they did know the practical side of the game of soldiery 
ing. A number were discharged and re-enlisted in the 
grades held at time of appointment.

RESERVISTY 
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PROMOTION FOR VETERANS. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Many of your contributors writing upon Army 
ganization plans fail to take into consideration 
actual working status of the Army as it is and must} 
developed. ‘The law proposed-for the reorganization @ 
the Army takes into account something no other legisl@ 
tion has had to present, because those who were 
erans came forward and made known their wants.

U.S.A. VETERAN. 
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IN- DEFENSE OF GENERAL CROWDER. 
Ea-Secretary Stimson Answers Criticisms. 

To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

Senator Chamberlain of Oregon on March 21 ad- 
dressed a public letter to the Secretary of War which 
contained severe criticisms in respect to the adminis- 
tration of military justice, directed not only against the 
Secretary but against certain Army officers, including 
Gen. E. H. Crowder, Judge Advocate General. On April 
2 Senator Chamberlain -repeated these criticisms in an 
address at Natchez, Miss. A Secretary of War can de- 
fend himself against such attacks; an, Army officer, par- 
ticularly when he is absent from the country on a Gov- 
ernment mission, as General Crowder now is, cannot. I 
wish to record my earnest protest against Senator 
Chamberlain’s characterization of General Crowder. 
There is no man in the American Army who less de- 
serves the epithet of “reactionary” than Enoch H. 
Crowder, and I feel sure that Senator Chamberlain in a 
calmer moment will admit this. 


Instituted Reforms in Military Justice. 


Ever since he became Judge Advocate General in 
1911, General Crowder’s record has been that of a sin- 
cere gund effective reformer of the administration of 
military justice. Within a few months after his ap- 
pointment he brought to my attention, as Secretary of 
War, the evil conditions which at that time existed in 
the punishment of military offenders, particularly de- 
serters, in the U.S. Army. These evils existed under 
and were fortified by acts of Congress which made it 
compulsory for the military courts-martial to treat de- 
serters, even in time of peace, with the utmost severity. 
By these statutes the deserter was incapacitated for 
further military service and was disfranchised as a citi- 
zen. He thus could be punished only as a common felon 
in an ordinary prison instead of by more advanced and 
reclamatory methods in detention barracks within the 
Army itself. The result of our then existing system 
was to turn many hundreds of young boys who had de- 
serted from thoughtlessness rather than criminality into 
hardened jailbirds. General Crowder undertoek the re- 
form of this system and by tntiring efforts he finally 
succeeded. He visited personally the various prisons 
where military offenders were committed; he formulated 
the plan under which detention barracks were finally 
instituted in our Army,-and he eventually succeeded in 
obtaining the repeal by Congress ~of the reactionary 
statutes under which the former system had existed. 

Senator Chamberlain was at that time a member of 
the Military Affairs Committee of the Senate and should 
be entirely familiar with the steps by which this great 
reform was accomplished and to whom the credit is due. 

Simultaneously with this reform General Crowder 
undertook the revision of our Articles of War. I remem- 
ber well the personal, earnest effort which he gave to 
that monumental work, and I remember also the re- 
peated discouragements which he met after he had com- 
pleted the revision in getting it to be acted upon by the 
tnilitary committees of Congress. If I am not in error, 
it required four years to impress upon the Congress the 
importance to the administration of military justice of 
this great work, and it was not until 1916, five years 
after General Crowder had begun the work, that it was 
finally enacted into law. 

I happen to know also that Colonel Ansell, whose 
present criticisms upon the administration of military 
justice during the war are so ardently supported by 
Senator Chamberlain, was during all those years a 
trusted subordinate in -General Crowder’s office. His 
appointment to that office was made on my order, acting 
on the earnest recommendation of General Crowder, and 
I know, from the trust and confidence which General 
Crowder reposed in him, that had he, during those 
years, brought forward any of the suggested changes in 
the law for the absence of which he now so severely 
criticises the Judge Advocate’s Department, they would 
have had#the most careful consideration of his chief. 
General Crowder, in his letter to the Secretary of War 
of March 8, says that during that critical time “none of 
these new views were advanced by Colonel Ansell.” 

The two reforms accomplished by General Crowder 
before the war, to which I alluded above, constitute the 
longest steps forward which have been taken in our sys- 
tem of military justice during at least the past half 
century. They codified our military criminal law; they 
Standardized the procedure under which our military 
courts administered that law and tended to make it uni- 
form and equitable, and finally they greatly ameliorated 
the condition of the military offender, lifted him out of 
the class of ordinary criminals, and gave him a new 
chance to regain his manhood and his status as a soldier 
of the nation. They were initiated. and carried through 
by the almost unassisted efforts of the Judge Advocate 
Gencral, General. Crowder, in the face of constant dis- 
couragement, and with no other inducement than a_high 
sense of public duty and a keen interest in the humane 
and effexive administration of justice. 


The Présent Controversy. 


Now a few words as to the merits of the present con- 
troversy: During the present war there have been im- 
Posed upon a few military offenders certain sentences of 
apparently excessive severity in the shape of long terms 
of imprisonment. If these sentences were fair examples 
and typical of the Service, and if they were likely to be 
actually carried into effect I think there would be no 
coubt in anyone’s mind that the administration of mili- 
tary justice during that time had been over-harsh and in 
need of drastic reform. But I believe that neither of 
these assumptions is correct. Senator Chamberlain first 
Voiced these criticisms in a speech in the Senate on Jan. 





3 last in whieh he took certain cases of alleged great se- 
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verity as a test and upon them based general charges 
against our system of military justice. On Feb. 13, in 
response to a direction of the Seeretary of War, General 
Crowder drew up a statement or memorandum contain- 
ing the statistics of our courts-martial during the war, 
a comparison of their sentences with sentences of civil 
courts in similar cases, and a careful answer to each one 
of Senator Chamberlain’s specific charges against the 
system of the military courts: This document has been 
published in the official U.S. Bulletingof March 5, 1919. 
It is a comprehensive, judicial and most painstaking 
paper. 

In his recent criticisms of General Crowder Senator 
Chamberlain nowhere alludes to this document or at- 
tempts to answer any of its statements. I do not think 
that they can be answered. I do not think that any 
fair mind can read the statistics or facts here presented 
by Genéral Crowder without being thoroughly satisfied 
that the few cases of severe court-martial sentences were 
merely sporadic excrescences upon an administration of 
justice which was otherwise fair and equable, and with- 
out being convinced that in the general run the military 
offender, during the war, has been quite adequately pro- 
tected from injustice. 

In the second place, General Crowder points out that 
even in these few cases of extreme severity and excessive 
sentences there has been as yet no irreparable harm 
done. For in our system of military justice we have 
had, for the past seven years, a system of indeterminate 
sentences and probation which is in advance of that of 
almost any state in the Union, and under that system 
these long sentences can be, at any time, reduced and 
remitted. Senator Chamberlain has declared against 
the injustice of a twenty-five year sentence for an ap- 
parently trivial. offense; General Crowder points out 
that even the twenty-five year sentence is really inde- 
terminate and can be set aside at any time on the of- 
fender’s good behavior. 

He points out, furthermore, that this is actually now 
being done. There is a Clemency Board now engaged in 
reviewing all of these cases of alleged hardship during 
the war. During the period of the war itself the atten- 
tion of the War Department was quite properly concen- 
trated upon the task of reviewing those sentences the 
execution of which, like a sentence of death, would be ir- 
reparable. And it has hot, so far as I am aware, yet been 
charged that there has been undue severity in the impo- 
sition of the death sentence even in offenses occurring in 
the face of the enemy. On the contrary, the number of 
death sentences imposed during the whole course of the 
war has been much smaller than m other wars and other 
armies. During this period of. pressure the sentences of 
imprisonment being indeterminate sentences, where the 
prisoner, instead of being in jail, was usually doing mil- 
itary duty in a detention barracks and where he was 
often virtually on probation, could be allowed to wait 
until the close of the war with the assurance that at 
worst the confinement would extend only until that 
period and until the Clemency Board had time to reach 
the case. Under these circumstances the uproar about 
excessive jail sentences really vanishes away into thin 
air. No offender yet during this war has been confined 
as much as two years, and the machinery is now in 
effective operation to review and reduce all cases of 
excessive severity. 

Substantial Justice in Military Courts. 

I can only add that my own observation during the 
war within the rather narrow limits to which it has ex- 
tended entirely corroborates General Crowder’s state- 
ment that there has been no real or substantial injus- 
tice in the actual administration of military courts-mar- 
tial. From that experience I believe that the number of 
errors committed by our courts-martial during the war 
have been no greater than any fair mind would recognize 
as inevitable in the case of a new army, officered by over 
a hundred thousand new officers with no experience in 
military justice. I have served in two of our divisions, 
the 77th under Generals Bell, Johnson and Duncan, and 
the 11th Division under Major Gen. J. McI. Carter. In 
each of these. divisions it was the earnest effort of the 
commanding general, enforced by frequent injunction 
upon all of his officers, that every precaution should be 
taken against undue severity upon men whose entrance 
into military life had been recent and whose acquain- 
tance with the necessity of discipline was, therefore, 
slight, We were warned against preferring charges for 
general courts-martial except in the most flagrant cases 
and after careful investigation. We were urged to 
maintain discipline through the medium of company 
punishments rather than the more drastic court punish- 
ments, and we were warned against sentences of con- 
finement where other less harsh punishments would be 
sufficient. In neither of the regiments with which I was 
connected as an officer did we have a single general 
court-martial against an enlisted man during the period 
of my service, and I think what happened in those regi- 
ments was merely typical of the general situation 
throughout the two divisions. : 

There has recently been published, on April 3, a long 
letter of Colonel Ansell’s, dated March 11, and ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of War. This letter, while full 
of animus against and abuse of General Crowder, does 
not contribute a single new fact as to the actual work- 
ings of our judicial system during the war, and makes 
no answer whatever to the statistics published by Gen- 
eral Crowder in his Statement of Feb. 13. 


Deprecates Intemperate Criticism. 


I deeply deprecate-the intemperate criticism which has 
been brought into this subject and the personal reflec 
tions which have been made upon officers who have de- 
served well of their country. I believe that these criti- 
cisms: are quite unwarranted by the general standard of 
the administration of our military justice throughout the 
war, and I think that no good can come from the sensa- 
tional methods with which the criticism has been made. 
A committee has recently been appointed by the Ameri- 
can Bar Association to investigate this subject. An- 
other investigation is already being. conducted by the 
Inspector General’s Department of the Army. Possibly 
further investigations may be ordered by Congress. By 
one or the other of these channels it is certain that a 
fair idea of the actual administration of justice during 
this war can be obtained and reported to the people of 
the United States in such a way that if evils are dis- 
covered they can be remedied by new legislation. But 
these investigations will not be aided; on the contrary, 
they will be hindered and thwarted by intemperate criti- 
cism of individuals and the introduction of partisan 
eontroversy into the subject beforehand. Such reforms 
as have been shown by our experience in the war to be 
necessary can be accomplished without personal abuse. 
Congress ean decide between the legislation. proposed by 
Colonel Ansell and the legislation proposed by Mr. 
Baker and General Crowder without personal attacks. 
Inthe case of General Crowder the criticism _has been 
more than regrettable; it has been unworthy. His record 


as Judge Advocate General and his later record in. 
war as Provost Marshal General have, constituted a 
page in the history of our Army -u which we can all 
look with deep satisfaction and skuibetlon. The faith- 
ful — oaore gets little reward other than his 
name, and when that good name is unjustly iled the 
blow really falls upon the credit and honor of the Army. ~

RETIREMENT OF COL. T. C. LYSTER, U.S.A. 


Col. Theodore C. Lyster, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who was 
retired at his own request on March 3, 1919, was on 
March 7 awarded the Distinguished Service medal for 
exceptionally meritorious and conspicuous service for 
duty rendered in the office of the Surgeon General as 
Chief of the Air Service Division. Colonel Lyster, 
whose retirement we briefly noted in our issue of March 
8 last, has a notable record of service. He was born 
July 10, 1875, at Fort Larned, Kas,, the son of Col. 
William J. Lyster, 9th U.S. Inf. He attended the Uni- 
versity of Michigan when eighteen years old and left 
before completing his term to be a regular surgeon, be- 
cause of the outbreak of the Spanish War. He enlisted 
as private in the U.S. Hospital Corps and was assigned 
to the hospital ship Relief which sailed for Cuba. 

At Siboney he was placed in command of the yellow 
fever camp as hospital steward. When the surgeon of 
the camp was taken ill, and the camp was in a fearful 
condition, Colonel Lyster, then hospital steward, brought 
order out of chaos and nursed many yellow fever men. 
After being invalided home and being treated for typhoid 
fever, he returned to his college and finished his course 
as physician and surgeon. He was commissioned an 
assistant surgeon in the Army Oct. 3, 1900, and was 
again sent to Cuba, being stationed at. Havana, where 
he was executive officer to General Gorgas in charge of 
yellow fever camps. Colonel Lyster on returning to the 
United States, while on duty at Fort Schuyler, attended 
the clinics at the Manhattan Eye ind Ear Hospital and 
worked there at his own expense, becoming one of the staff. 

At his own request he was sent to the Panama Canal 
Zone for yellow fever work with General Gorgas, where 
for five and a half years he performed notable work and 
was known as one of the four greatest experts on yellow 
fever. As a reward for this work, he received the privi- 
lege from Congress of retiring at any time in advanced 
grade. Among many other duties, he served in\the Phil- 
ippines, and was at Vera Cruz, Mexico, as health officer 
during the American occupation. He was one of the 
first to offer his services to go to France with the Army 
during the present war, and was there for about six 
months. He was later attending surgeon at Washing- 
ton, and surgeon at the head of aviation and psychology 
of’ the Medical Branch of the U.S. Army, and compiled 
several valuable works. He was appointed a temporary 
brigadier general for the emergency, May 3, 1918, and 
was recently honorably discharged as a temporary briga- 
dier general. The work ef the Air Service Division of 
the Surgeon General’s office was instituted by Colonel 
Lyster with the assistance of specialists from the U.S. 
Army surgeons and distinguished surgeons and specialists 
who offered their services for the war. 

Colonel Lyster went to South America with General 
Gorgas, the former Surgeon General, to observe yellow 
fever. He belongs to a number of clubs, which include 


. the Army and Navy Club of Washington, the New York 


Athletic. Club and the M.O.L.L.U.S. He is a descendant 
of the ancient and noble house of Lyster of England 
and Ireland. His great-great-grandfather on his moth- 
er’s side was. Capt. John Guthrie, of the Revolutionary 
War, and his great-uncle, Capt. Presley Neville Guthrie, 
served in the Mexican War.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Col. Samuel M. Swigert, U.S.A., retired, a well-known 
officer of the old Army, with an excellent record of ser- 
vice, died at Walton, Ky., April 4, 1919. He was the 
father of the wife of Brig. Gen. A. McIntyre, U.S.A., 
and of the wife of Col. O. P. M. Hazzard, U.S.A., both 
officers being at present on duty with the A.E.F. 
Colonel Swigert was a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of September, 1868, when he was promoted in the Army 
to second lieutenant, 2d Cavalry. He served with that or- 
ganization until promoted major, 3d Cavalry, in 1898, 
and after his promotion to lieutenant colonel, 13th Cav- 
alry, in February, 1901, he was transferred to the 3d 
Cavalry the following November. On Oct. 15, 1902, he 
was transferred to the 9th Cavalry and he became col- 
onel of the 5th Cavalry Jan. 16, 1903. He was re- 
tired Jan. 30, 1903, for disability in the line of duty. 
Golonel Swigert during his early service performed 
duty on the frontier in Nebraska, Montana and Wyo- 
ming, where he was engaged in scouting and exploring, 
and took part in a number of actions. He was engaged 
with the Piegan Indians in January, 1871, at Marias 
River, Mont. He took part in the Big Horn and Yellow- 
stone Expedition from May to November, 1876, and was 
engaged in the fight with Sioux Indians at Hay Creek, 
June 9, 1876; was in the battle of Rosebud Mountains, 
Mont., June 17, 1876, and in action at Slim Buttes, 
Dak., Sept. 9, 1876. He was with the Chief Engineer, 
Department of the Platte, making reconnoissances of 
routes to and from the department. Colonel Swigert 
was in the Bannock campaign against the Indians Aug. 
31. to Oct. 4, 1878, and served at various posts in Wash- 
ington territory, and was on college duty in Kentucky. 
During the Spanish War he was on mustering duty in 
Minnesota and served, among other duties, with the 3d 
Cavalry at Tampa, and at Montauk Point. He sailed on 
Aug. 14, 1899, with the 3d Cavalry to the Philippines, 
where he was ensaged in active operations against the 
ehemy until Marche 17, 1902, when he had a stroke of 
apoplexy. which caused semi-paralysis. He went from 
the Philippines for treatment in the General Hospital at 
Presidio, Calif., where he remained from July 20, 1902, 
until January, 1 a 

Lieut. Col. Frederick T. Dickman, Air Service, U.S.A., 
who was killed at Souther Field, Americus, Ga., April 
3, 1919, as we noted in our issue of April 5, page 1090, 
leaves a wife and an infant son and is a son of Major 
Gen. Joseph T. Dickman, who is now commanding the 
3d Army at Coblenz, Germany, and a brother of Mrs. 
Harry E. Knauss, wife of Lieutenant Commander 
Knauss, U.S.N., and Mrs. Charles W. Foster, wife of 
Major Charles W. Foster, now with the Army of Occu- 
pation. The funeral of Lieutenant Colonel Dickman was 
held at Arlington on the morning of April 7 with full 
military honors. Colonel Dickman was beloved by all 
who knew him and his friends feel that a promising 
careet was cut short by his sudden death. His wife and 
infant son will be with Mrs. J. T. Dickman, 91 Adams 
street, Burlington, Vt., for the next few months. 

Major John Lyne Mayer, U.S.M.C., on duty with the 
1st Provisional Brigade of Marines in Hayti, was killed 
in action in Hayti April 4, 1919. Official despatches give 
no information concerning the fighting, but it is assumed 
the fight was with bandits. Major Mayer was,born in 
Pennsylvania May 24, 1890, the son of the late Charles 
H. Mayer, a prominent citizen of York. Major Meyer 
was graduated from the Naval Academy and was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant Nov. 7, 1912. He served at 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, with the American landing force 
there. He was stationed in that city until November, 
1914, when he was ordered to three years of sea service. 
At the end of that time he was promoted to first lieu- 
tenant and assigned to the marine barracks at the navy 
yard, Philadelphia. He was there until 1917, when pro- 





* moted to captaincy and assigned to service in Hayti. In 


January, 1918, he was advanced to major. Major Mayer 
was a member of the Army and Navy Club in Wash- 
ington. He leaves his sister, Miss Julia Mayer, who is 
a nurse in Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, Md. 

Major Martin Maginnis, U.S.V., a pioneer of Montana 
and for eleven years a member of Congress from that 
state, died in Los Angeles, Calif., March 27, 1919. He 
enlisted in the 1st Minnesota Volunteers in 1861 and 
served through the Civil War. He was a member of the 
Army and Navy and Metropolitan Clubs in Washington, 
D.C., and also of the M.O.L.L.U.S. 

Otho Ernest Michaelis, formerly first lieutenant, 16th 
Infantry, was instantly killed in an automobile accident 
at Brunswick, Ga., on March 31. He was assistant 
works manager of the F. T. Ley Company on the But- 
terworth-Judson Picric Acid Plant, located seven miles 
from Brunswick, where he was living. Mr. Michaelis 
was dismissed from the Army in April, 1917, on ace 
count of. financial irregularities, although acquitted on 
the charge of embezzlement. Secretary Baker charac- 
terized his military record as “brilliant.” He came down 
with irfldmmatory rheumatism, which left him with an 
ossified right wrist. He was examined weekly for the 
Army, but’ did not reach passable condition until a 
short time before his death, when it was too late to go 
into the Service. In April, 1918, his physical condi- 
tion permitted his entering the employment of the Ley 
Company at Perryvilie, Md., as foreman’s clerk. He 
was promoted until he became an assistant superintend- 
ent, and was sent to Brunswick, Ga,, rising to assistant 
works manager. Funeral services were held in the Epis- 
copal. Church at Brunswick by the Rev. William F. 
po weg on April 2. All government work was officially 
closed down. Major William Blanchard, jr., construct- 
ing quartermaster, and other officers attended. The body 
was then taken by his brother, George Woodbridge, to 
Brookline, Mass., where services were held at All 
Saints Church by the Rey. Dr. D. D. Addison, on April 
5, followed by cremation at Mt. Auburn Cemetery, Cam- 
bridge, Mass. Mr. Michaelis is survived y his mother, 
Mrs. Kate Woodbridge Michaelis, of 15 Lanark road, 
Brookline, Mass.; two brothers, three sisters, and his 
three children.

MEDICAL ACTIVITIES ExHIBITION. * 


An exhibition of the medical activities of the war was- 


opened on April 4 in the Army Medical Museum, Wash- 
ington, D.C., with the purpose of showing the work of 
the Medical Department of the Army during «he war 
and illustrating certain of the developments attained in 
medicine, surgery and sanitation during this period. The 
display is grouped into fourteen exhibits, including the 
proposed medical center at the Walter Réed Hospital ; 
X-ray units; afd a section on infectious diseases and 
laboratories. Also one on general surgery; orthopedic 
surgery ; reconstruction ; section of neuro-psychiatry ; 
Army psychology tests; physical examination; delous- 
ing; food and nutrition; sanitation in camps and sani- 
tary appliances; and vital statistics, methods and re- 
sults. The final exhibit is the “War Museum of the 
Army Medical” Museum,” and comprises three sections 
of .materials which have been received from France 
monthly since the beginning of the European war. The 
first of these is made up of military weapons, the sec- 
ond of pathological specimens, and the third of wax 
models showimg various forms of skin diseases, facial de- 
formities, the effects of gas on the lungs, and gas burns. 
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THE BRITISH NAVY’S UNPREPAREDNESS. 


One .of the most powerful arguments for naval pre- 
paredness ever presented to the world is contained jin 
Admiral Jellicoe’s story of his experiences during the 
two years he was in command of the Grand Fleet of the 
British navy. For military reasons practically nothing 
was permitted to be known of the actual condition of 
British naval materiél, until. hostilities ceased, to those 
outside of the naval establishments of the Allied na- 
tions and the United States. Nor was it permitted to 
be made public what discoveries were made through the 
battle of Jutland as to improvements: that had been 
made in German materiél. But with the appearance of 
Admiral Jellicoe’s narrative it is made plain .that- the 
British navy lacked many things when war was de- 
clared in August, 1914; that the British system of coast 
defense, particularly along.the east coast of England 
and Scotland, was in a very bad state of readiness against 
attack; and also that the Germans had made many im- 
provements in materiél in the years immediately. pre- 
ceding the war, improvements the British were quick 
to adopt once they saw them tested out. inthe battle of 
Jutland. In fact, the one thing in which the British 
were superior was naval strategy. And the comfort te 
be found in this is that the Anglo-Saxon spirit and men- 


tality proved superior to Teutonic character in warfare, 
and brought about the most ignominious surrender of a 
nation’s navy known to history. 

When Great Britain went to war against Germany 
her eastern coast was practically undefended. Of the 
three great bases in northern waters, Scapa Flow was 
absolutely undefended at the opening of hostilities, and 
at Cromarty and Rosyth, while there were gun defen#es, 


neither of these bases had the slightest protection against 
submarine attack. The navigational difficulties of the 
waters surrounding Scapa Flow were considered the 
greatest protection of that base, but even after. the 
Grand Fleet occupied it and mounted a few guns taken 
from the ship, no searchlights could. be provided, ‘so 
that the guns were not much use at night.” In spite of 
the efforts made by Jellicoe and his staff to defend the 
Scapa Flow base, it was a common occurrence to have a 
submarine alarm, with the result that the fleet would 
have to go to sea, no matter what the weather, to escape 
a German submarine attack in such narrow waters. 

As for submarines themselves, the Germans had 
twenty-four fit, for oversea work in home waters at the 
outbreak of the war, as against seventeen in the British 
navy, eight of which were classed as not equa! to the 
U-boats, while the thirty-seven of the. British B and C 
classes were only fit for local defense of the coast or in 
the Channel. Moreover, it became quickly apparent that 
“the German submarines possessed a radius of action 
and sea-keeping qualities considerably greater than 
those” of the British submarines. The undersea boat 
was a constant anxiety to the officers and a menace to 
the fleet, as is made plain. by Admiral Jellicoe; and at 
one time he proposed to lay up one of his cruiser squad- 
rons so that the destroyers attached to it could be used in 
anti-submarine work. The German activities with 
mines quickly developed the fact that the British navy 
was lamentably short of mine-sweepers, so short, in fact, 
that during one period Jellicoe used some of the older 
vessels of his fleet ahead of his lines of battleships to 
protect them from mines. The officers and crews of 
these vessels called them the “Mine Bumping Fleet.” 

In the matter of destroyers the German navy had the 
better of the British, in point of numbers, throughout 
the early part of the war. Jellicoe gives a table show- 
ing that the British had forty-two destroyers in the 
Grand Fleet as against eighty-eight for the Germans in 
the High Sea Fleet on Aug. 4, 1914. Up to Oct. 1, 1915, 
the Germans kept even to this number, while the British 
construction had increased Jellicoe’s destroyer flotilla 
only to sixty-six boats. Up to February, 1915, Jellicoe 
states, the Germans had their best opportunities of at- 
tacking the Grand Fleet, but after April of that year 
“the situation steadily got worse for the enemy.” Nev- 
ertheless, he writes: “The lesson. of vital importance to 
be drawn from this. is that if this country in 
the future decides to rely for safety against raids or 
invasion on the Fleet alone, it is essential that we should 
possess a. considerably greater margin of superiority 


over a possible enemy in all classes of vessels than we 
did in Angust, 1914.” 

Admiral Jellicoe maintains that the conduct of the 
German navy subsequent to the Battle of Jutland, that 


is its refusal to come out again except on one occasion 
in August, 1916, shows plainly that it was a defeated 
navy. His revelations of the discoveries made as to 
German materiél in that battle are startling to those out- 
side of navy circles, since they show by comparison an 
inferiority of British armor, shells, range-finders, and a 
diselosure of British weakness, both ef which were 

















ulti’ rected in the. Grand F Fleet. Jellicoe says before 
the war it was assumed in the British Admiralty ‘that 
“German naval designers and constructors were not in- 
ferior in ability to our own,” and for that reason “it was 
obvious that taking ships of equal displacement and equal 
speed, and about contemporary date, if our vessels. pos- 
sessed superiority in gunfire, the Germans must possess 
superiority in some other direction. It was well known 
at the Admiralty that their superiority lay in greatly 
increased protection, combined with heavier armament.” 
This belief was simply borne out by the experiences at 
the Battle of Jutland. Increased deck armor protection 
was found to be desirable, since, “owing to the long range 
at which most modern sea actions are fought, the conse- 
quent large angle of descent of the projectiles made our 
ships very vulnerable in this respect.” This armor was 
provided for a majority of the heavy ships before Jelli- 
coe left the Fleet in 1916. 

A better armor-piercing projectile was needed also, 
since the old type of armor-piercing shells used at that 
battle could not reach the vitals of the enemy’s ships, 
owing to the oblique impact at battle range. By 1917 a 
new type of shell was produced that at the same oblique 
impact and range would “pass whole through a plate of 
double the thickness before exploding, and could there- 
fore with delay action fuse penetrate to the magazines of 
a capital ship. Had our ships possessed the new type 
of shell at Jutland, many of the enemy’s vessels, instead 
of being only damaged, would’ probably not have been 
able to reach port.” In the matter of range-finders, most 
of the modern ships at Jutland were provided with 
range-finders fifteen feet long, but the majority of British 
ships in that action had rangefinders only nine feet long. 
During 1917 steps were taken to provide the Grand 
Fleet ships with range-finders up to twenty-five and 
thirty feet long, and-experiments with stereoscopic find- 
ers were also instituted in the same year, since it had 
become known that the Germans used this type of range- 
finder. Jellicoe points out, however, that the develop- 
ments introduced in fire-contro] arrangements of the 
Grand Fleet after Jutland “did not affect the instru- 
ments in use, which fully met our requirements, but the 
methods of using those instruments and particularly the 
system of correction of fire.” 

The moral of all this is obvious. The British Admi- 
ralty long had known these improvements should have 
been made; the Sea Lords and the navy officers knew the 
Fleet did not have destroyers enough nor sufficient sub- 
marines. But the money for these things was not forth- 
coming and the Fleet had to go to war very badly un- 
prepared to face the enemy, as is now all too plain. Be- 
ginning with Augusf, 1914, all these shortages in ships 
of all classes had to be made up through construction or 
by improvising substitutes, asin mine-layers, mine- 
sweepers, and coast patrol boats. Materié] had to be 
improved and bought. And all this, not at peace prices 
but at war-time cost, which is always greater. To a less 
degree we went through the same experience, since the 
British navy was our actual -first line of defense. If the 
people of the United States can learn a sound military 
lesson through the bitter experience of another nation it 
ehould take this one from Great Britain and -provide 
itself with a well-balanced Navy as the first real protec- 
tion against the dark days that the world seems facing 
just now. No nationalinsurance is so sound as a strong, 
well-balanced “‘fleet in being.” °

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TEMPORARY PROMOTIONS IN THE U.S. ARMY. 

The peculiar situation concerning temporary premo- 
tions of officers of the U.S. Army at the present time has 
renewed interest in a series of circulars and letters which 
came from the office of the Chief of Staff following the 
announcement of Jan. 25, by Secretary Baker of a re- 
laxation of the rule previously made with reference to 
making no promotions. Such relaxation came as a re- 
sult of widespread protest against the ban on “Army pro- 
motions announced immediately after the armistice. In 
due course there issued Circular No. 79, War Dept., 
Feb. 14, which apparently authorized promotions in that 
portion of the Army stationed elsewhere than in Europe, 
for the purpose of treating the undemobilized Army “as 
a living organization, with such promotions as would be 
normal in times of peace to fill vacancies existing or as 
they may arise.” The vacancies were to be computed 
by the Chief of the Personnel Branch of the General 
Staff; and “when, in his opinion, the normal process of 
discharge within the next thirty days will not materially 
change conditions, he will notify the commanding officers - 
or chiefs of staff corps or departments concerned of the 
number of vacancies and ask for recommendations for 
promotion. No recommendations will be submitted until 
asked for.” ‘These promotions were to give rank ap- 
propriate to command in case of line officers and to 
actual employment in case of staff officers; but promo- 
tions were not to be made for past services, however 
meritorious. 

Par. 7 of Circular No. 79 reads: “No officer will be 
recommended for promotion unless the duty upon which 
he is engaged or to which he is to be assigned is com- 
mensurate with the advanced grade recommended,, and 
unless there is no officer of appropriate rank reasonably 
available for assignment to the duty in question. The 
officer making the recommendation will certify that these 
conditions are fulfilled.” Under existing conditions these 
provisions seemed fair enough despite the elimination of 
past meriterious service from consideration. From time 
to time the chiefs of various staff corps and departments 
Were called upon to file recommendations for promotion 











of the ‘Chief of Staff, dated March 3, 1919, informed of 
“a shortage in the grades of lieutenant colonel, major 
and first lieutenant,” and stated. that “recommendations 
may be submitted as contemplated by Circular 79” for 
these grades, but that “no promotion will be made with- 
out the personal approval of the Secretary of War.” The 
memorandum also directed “replies to the following ques- 
tions in the case of each recommendation submitted: 

“(a) Is the promotion to give rank appropriate to 
actual employment? 

“(b) Is the promotion a reward for past service? 


“(¢e) Does the work on which the officer recommended . 


for promotion is to be assigned require, in the best in- 
terests of the United States, the advanced grade recom- 
mended ? 

“(d) Is there no officer of appropriate rank reason- 
ably available for assignment to the duty to which it is 
proposed to assign the officer recommended for promo- 
tion?” 

In the face of these precautionary warnings, in prac- 
tically every instance the recommendation was disap- 
proved. The noteworthy exception applied to officers of 
the Ordrfance Department. Orders issued on March 25 
announced promotions for the emergency of eight majors 
to be lieutenant colonels, fourteen captains to be majors, 
nineteen first lieutenants to be captains, and four sec- 
ond lieutenants to be first lieutenants, forty-five in all, 
as announced in the ARMy aND Navy JouRNAL of April 
5, page 1094. Then there issued from the office of the 
Chief of Staff a letter dated March 31 on the subject of 
promotion of officers recapitulating the situation and 
stating’ that “the Secretary feels, looking at the Service 
as a whole, that there can, of necessity, be very few cases 
in which promotion is justified.” The letter closes with 
the statement. that a chief of a staff corps, or department, 
must include in his certificate:of recommendation “the 
further statement that the interests of the United States 
will positively suffer if the promotion is not made.” 

On its face this.has every appearance of a “stop order” 
on the recommendations invited in Circular No. 79 and 
in the memorandum of March 3. If it is really the in- 
tention to treat the undemobilized Army as a living or 
ganization, why not treat it as such and uphold the re- 
laxation of the rule against no promotions as promised 
in Circular No. 79? Despite the abnormal conditions 
imposed, it is admitted in the letter of March 31 that 
a great many recommendations were submitted. The 
Secretary could hardly question the good faith in the 
recommendations of high ranking officers, it would seem, 
hedged about as they were by.these abnormal conditions. 
But for all that, with the single exception of the forty- 
five promotions in the Ordnance Department, all recom- 
mendations have apparently been disapproved. Officers, 
both Regular and temporary, know that a large number 
of vacancies exist; they feel they are eligible for promo- 
tion to vacancies in higher grades—in fact they are 
doing the work required of officers in these higher grades, 
Promotions are at a standstill, however, because of the 
peculiar conditions imposed upon their. chiefs. Henee 
there is an under-current of dissatisfaction permeating 
the officer personnel of staff corps and departments. They 
feel that undoubtedly they, at least, “positively suffer” 
if promotion is not made, and if dfficers of lower rank 
must continue unde? the irksome realization that ‘they 
must go on indefinitely performing the duties of higher 
grades without appropriate.rank or reward. 
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REORGANIZATION OF AIR SERVICE. 
Reduction of Personnel. 

Although the demobilization of the Air Service will 
continue until the enlisted personnel reaches 15,000, 
twenty-one aero squadrons will be retained in the Ser- 
vice. Authority has just been granted the Director of 
Air Service to retain in service the peers aero squad- 
rons: 

Pursuit Squadrons—27th, 94th, 95th and 147th. 

Bombardment Squadrons (day)—11th, 20th, 96th and 
166th. 

Army Observation Sqyuadrons—9th, 24th and 9ist. 

Army Artillery Squadrons—99th, 135th and 258th. 

Corps Observation Squadrons—ist, 12th, 50th and 
88th. , 

Surveilance Squadrons—S8th, 90th and 104th. 

The authority granted is not to be construed as aniend- 
ing previous instructions directing the reduction of the 
enlisted personnel: to 15,000 men. All men in the above 
organizations, who were enlisted: or drafted for the 
emergency, will be discharged upon their return to the 
United States, without delay, if they so desire and are 
eligible for discharge. 

Production Statistics. 

Prodtiction of ‘Liberty-12 airplane engines for the 
Army reached a tota] of 20,478, final deliveries having 
been made by the manufacturers during the week ending 
March 21. ‘Deliveries by the manufacturers on war con- 
tracts follow: Packard Motor Car Company, 6,500 en- 
gines; Ford Motor Company, 3,950; General Motors 
Company, 2,528; Nordyke-Marmon Company, 4,000. 
Centracts for ‘additional airplane engines and engine 
spare parts of a value of $266,961,771 have been can- 
celed. The total value of Air Service material contracts 
canceled up to March 22 was $500,000,000. 

Appropriations for the-Air Service of the Army were 
reduced fifty-one per cent. for the fiscal] year 1919, or 
from an original tota] of $944,304,758, to $459,304,758, 
according to a table. published by. the War Department 
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The maximum enrollment at the Field “Artillery a 


cers’ School at Camp Taylor, Ky.; was reached on 

20, 1918, at which time there were 14,160 

Up to the signing of the armistice, 5,214 candidates had 
been graduated and commissioned, After Nov. 11 a 
total of 3,521 remained until the course was ‘completed, 
and they received their commissions in the Reserve 
Corps. The final class of 499 was graduated on Feb. 1, 
1919. On Feb. 15, upon the request of the Chief of 
Field Artillery, the school was opened for further in- 
struction and training of Class 3 officers of Field Artil- 
lery, and more than 500 were sent to the school to enter 
upon the course of instruction. In March, however, the 


War Department thought it necessary to utilize the ser- — 


vices of all available Class 3 officers to replace those of 


Classes 1 and 2, thereby making the latter eligible for . 


discharge. This had the effect of sending all the stu- 
dents away from the school, and would haye resulted in 
closing it had it not been for the order printed on page 
1117. It is the aim of the Chief of Field Artillery to 
make this school a permanent part of the educational 
system of the Army, to be used for the basic professional 
training of lieutenants of Field Artillery. The course of 
instruction has been arranged with that idea in view, 
and consists of four departments which correspond. to 
the battery administrative departments as set forth in 
the Field Artillery Drill Regulations. In Department A 
the subjects of materiél, instruction of cannonneers, ele- 
mentary gunnery, and Field Artillery engineering will be 
covered; Department B deals with equitation, driving 


and draft, hippology, and motor transportation; in De- 


partment C military customs, courtesy and discipline, 
dismounted instruction, physical training, hygiene and 
the duties of the reconnoissance officer are taught; De- 
partment D comprises courses im battery administration 
and mess management, small arms practice, principles 
of teaching, military history; minor tactics, and field 
work. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS FOR CHIEF oF Coast GUARD. 

The Division of Appointments, Treasury Department, 
has received several recommendations for consideration 
of officers of the U.S. Coast Guard for the post of com- 
modore commandant. At the Department the receipt of 
these ‘papers was rather surprising, until it occurred to 
the officials that there is some misconception in the Coast 
Guard as to the expiration of the term of Commodore 
Commandant E. P. Bertholf. Apparently the idea is 
quite general that his term ends in’ June, 1919, and came 
about because the President during the recess of Con- 
gress appointed “him temporarily on June 12, 1915, and 
he qualified on June 19, 1915, Commodore Commandant 
Bertholf’s nomination for the permanent

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A DISQUIETING Report FROM RUSSIA: 
The official statement made in Wesbington <

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Arrcrart Boarp DISSOLVED. 

Through the publication of an executive order dated 
Mareb 19, 1919, it was made known on April 5 that the 
Aircraft Board had been dissolved by order of the Presi- 
dent. The order directed that, “a ‘director of aircraft 
productien, selected and designated by_ the Secretary of 
War, shall hereafter have direct charge, under the direc- 
tion of the Director of Air Service, of the Bureau of 
Aircraft Production and he shall perform such duties 
in connection with the activities, personnel and properties 
of said bureau as may, from time to time, be assigned 
him by the said Director of Air Service, or as may be 
prescribed by law.” Also that all aviation funds be 
transferred to and placed under the jurisdiction of the 
Director of Air Service.

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U.S. INFANTRY MUTINIES IN RUSSIA. 


The War Department made public on April 10 a state- 
ment concerning a mutiny in a company of the U.S. In- 
fantry in the Archangel sector in Russia, a unit of the 
troops under command of Col. George E. Stewart, U.S.A. 
The code message from Archangel from which the state- 
ment was paraphrased was dated March 31. The state- 


ment reads: 

“Yesterday morning, March 30, a company of In- 
fantry, having received orders to the railroad front, was 
ordered out of barracks for the purpose of packing sleds 
for the trip across the river to the railroad station. The 
non-commissioned officer who was in charge of the pack- 
ing soon reported to the officers that the men refused to 
obey. At this, some of the officers took charge and all 
éxcept one man began reluctantly to pack after a con- 
siderable delay. ‘The soldier who continued to refuse 
was placed in confinement. Colonel Stewart, having 
been sent for, arrived and had the men assembled to 
talk with him. 

“Upon the condition that the prisoner above men- 
tioned was released the men agreed to go. This was 
done and the company ther proceeded to the railway sta- 
tion and entrained there for the front. ‘That they would 
not go to the front line positions was openly stated. by 
the men, however, and they would only go to Oboz- 
erskaya. They also stated that general mutiny would 
soon come if there was not some definite statement forth- 
coming from Washington with regard to the removal of 
American troops from Russia at the earliest possible 
date.” 

On Feb. 17 Secretary of War Baker announced that 
the American troops in Russia would be withdrawn as 
soon as weather conditions would admit this spring and 
two companies from railroad regiments have been sent 
to Archangel from France to assist in the return of the 
troops. In his weekly interview with the Washington 
correspondents on April 5 (printed on page 1118) Gen- 
eral March stated that the force in this sector would be 
brought back to the United States “certainly by June.” 
We told in our issue of April 5, page 1089, of the as- 
signment of Brig. Gen. Wilds P. Richardson, U.S.A., to 
the command of all our troops in the Archangel sector. 
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WAR RECORD OF MOTOR TRANSPORT CORPS. 

The _extent of the difficulties which the Motor Trans- 
port Corps was called upon to meet and the manner in 
which they were surmounted are partially indicated by 
a report of the personnel and equipment of the corps, 
both in France and in America, on Nov. 11, 1918, pre- 
pared especially for the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. It 
is a generally known fact that the Motor Transport 
Corps in common with every other branch of the Ser- 
vice necessarily lacked a large part of -the equipment 
to which it was entitled according to the tables of or- 
ganization because of the insistent demand for fighting 

“men rather than for trucks, automobiles, artillery ma- 

teriél or horses, For this reason the corps was greatly 
handicapped, and a few days before the signing of the 
armistice only twenty-eight per cent. of the motors, in- 
eluding trucks, automobiles and motorcycles, allowed 
by the tables of organization, had been shipped overseas. 
In addition to this lack, it was at times impossible for 
the corps to obtain personnel necessary to handle all 
the equipment that was shipped across, because of the 
incessant demands for drivers in the transportation of 
men at the front and in the regular Supply Service. An- 
other grave difficulty was caused by the use of a large 
number of types and makes of trucks and automobiles. 
Standardizatio#i, which would have eliminated to a large 
extent many of the troubles incident to upkeep and re- 
pelt, was entirely lacking, owing to the urgent necessity 
or utilizing all available motor tonnage. 

As an indication of the demands made upon the Motor 
Transport Corps and of its accomplishments, there is 
cited. the transportation of men during the period of 
preparation for the St. Mihiel Grive and the transfer 
of mén to the Argonne sector. Between Sept. 12, 1918, 
arid the end of September the Motor Corps of the 1st 
Army transported 536,725 men to the St. Mihiel sector, 
from there to the Argonne, or direct to the Argonne sec- 
tor. These figures do not include the transportation of 
wounded nor the transfer of 156,000 men by rail. This 
performance was made even mos difficult by the con- 
gestion of the roads prior to the opening of these drives, 
and because there were 55,000 tons of unusual supplies 
to go to the front at that time in addition to the regular 
transportation of ammunition, food, supplies and even 
water. There was also a tactical difficulty to be sur- 
mounted, because the plans for transferring men from 
St. Mihiel to the Argonne and the transportation of sol- 
diers direct to the latter sector had to be made at the 
same time that plans were made for carrying the divi- 
sions to the front at St. Mihiel. This wholesale trans- 
portation of troops was accomplished by American trucks 
and by the use of approximately 2,500 French trucks 
driven by Chinese from French Indo-China. 

Some idea of the variety of motors in use by the corps 
of the Ist Army can be obtained yy the following figures: 
4,412 automobiles of eighteen makes; 3,384 motor- 
cycles of six makes; 1,480 ambulances of four makes; 
8,072 trucks of thirty-four makes. The following sta- 
tistics, prepared by the Statistics Branch, Service Divi- 
sion, of the Motor Transport Corps, ind.cdte the per- 
sonnel and equipment both in Wrance and in this coun- 
try at the time of the signing cf the armistice, and also 
indicate the volume of business handled by the corps:

It must be remembered that the above figures contain 
all transfers to the corps since the signing of the armis- 
tice and so in comparison with the number present at 
that time can furnish no information as to what per- 
centage of the personnel has been discharged. 

At the present time the corps contemplates an organ- 
ization to meet the requirements of an Army of about 
500,000, with a personnel of 1,082 officers and 20,737 en- 
listed men; total personnel of 21,819. In accordance 
with ‘the proposed tables of organization, it would in- 
clude 220 motor transport companies, 34 motorcycle 
companies, 76 headquarters motor companies, 100 ser- 
vice park units, 10 repair units, and one Army repair 
shop truck company. ‘ 
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THE ARMY COURTS-MARTIAL CONTROVERSY. 
Mr. Baker’s “Memorandum” for Colonel Ansell, 

Following the action of Secretary Baker on March 28, 
noted last week, in returning to Lieut. Col. Samuel T. 
Ansell his letter written in regard to the Army court- 
martial controversy, the Washington Post, on April 6, 
in a copyrighted article, published a “Memorandum for 
Lieut, Col. S. T. Ansell” from Mr. Baker, said to be 
dated March 27, and Colonel Ansell’s reply, which was 
stated to be of date of April 2. Mr. Baker’s memoran- 


dum reads: 

“The Secretary of War declines to receive the at- 
tached letter, and returns it with the suggestion that he 
will welcome from Colonel Ansell any observations he 
desires to make, either through ordinary military chan- 
nels or directly, looking to amendments or modifica- 
tions of legislation or procedure affecting military jus- 
tice. Personal controversies between Colonel Ansell and 
other officers cannot be properly discussed, or at least 
determined by newspaper publicity. It is, therefore, 
suggested that if Colonel Ansell desires an examination 
into the merits of those controversies he avail himself 
of the remedies provided by statute and by the Articles 
of War. The letter herewith returned is not only obvi- 
ously useless and improper for publication, but in its 
present form improper to be received by the Secretary 
of War officially.” 

Colonel Ansell Suggests Reforms. 

As printed in the Washington Post Colonel Ansell’s 
letter stated that, availing himself of the opportunity 
presented by the above memorandum, he would state 
briefly his observations concerning the existing system 
of military justice. ‘These read: 

“First, speaking generaHy, and of vices which, in my 
judgment, destroy every assurance of justice: “The laws 
of Congress of an organic character should accord with 
and proceed in furtherance of the fundamental theory 
that courts-martial are inherently courts, their functions 
inherently judicial and their powers must be judicially 
exercised ; and such laws.should, under penalty if need 
be, forbid the Department and the Army to disregard 
the sacred character of these judicial duties and func 
tions. 

“Organic statutes should require that the system be 
law-controlled and not controlled as it now is by men, 
and military men at that, whose*training is rather away 
from judicial appreciations, Organic law should require 
that the fundamental rights of an accused,. declared in 
our bill of rights; be recognized and protected through- 
out the proceedings. Organic law should abolish the do- 
as-you-please character of this penal code. Please look 
at the forty-two punitive articles and you will observe 
that they neither define the offense nor the penalty. In 
every article the offense is to be punished ‘as the tourt- 
martial.may direct,’ or ‘with. death, as the court-martial 
may direct,’ or ‘with death.’ Congress tells the courts 
to do as they please and the courts tell the convening 
authorities to. do as they please. Such delegations of 
penal power are intolerable, 

“Such legislative delegations and legislative indefinite- 
ness are invitations to military authorities, from the 
President down, to take unrestrained action in specific 
cases, and to resort to mere administrative palliatives 
to meet a general situation. Administrative expedients 
which, whether good or bad, may be undone as easily 
by the same authority as they were done, should not be 
accepted as remedies for fixed perversions of military 
justice; for these can never be corrected within the de- 
partment in which they arise and by which they are 
warmly supported. Such lack of legal control, with. the 
corresponding subjection of judicial functions to the will 
of military authority, has led to an Army attitude of 
mind which is intolerant of those methods and processes 
which «re necessary to justice. 

Courts-Martial “Too Frequent.” 

“Organic law should restrain commanding officers in 
their altogether too frequent resort to courts-martial in 
general, and their too frequent reference to a general 
court of trivial charges, which ought not to be tried at 
all, or tried by an inferior court, and not referred to a 
general court with its unlimited power of punishment, 
and the statutes should com by applying penalties if 
need be, a recognition of the substantial rights of an 
accused at every stage of the proceedings. 

“The statute should require that no charge be re- 
ferred to any inferior court-martial until the command- 
ing officer convening the court shall have made a thor- 
ough investigation of the charge and made minutes of 
the evidence, or shall have had an especially qualified 
officer to do the same for him, nor until he shall have 
certified that, in his judgment, the case cannot be prop- 
erly di of without trial by court-martial. The 
statute should require that no charge shall be referred 
to a general court-martial for trial until after the Jud 
Advocate on the. staff of the convening authority sh. 
have certified on the charge that the mga show that a 
pinion ‘an charge tien all a aon oa 
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the name of the ed States. ‘The statute should make 
it mandatory that an accused should have military coun- 
sel before special and general courts-martial and au- 
thorize him to have civil counsel; and the officer con- 
vening the court should be required to assign as mili- 
tary counsel the officer selected by the accused, and in 
case the accused makes no choice, should be required 
to certify for the benefit of the record that he has as- 
signed to that duty that officer within his command 
whom, by reason of legal qualification, experience, and 
rank, he deems. best qualified therefor. The statute 
should require that an officer of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department shouid be assigned to sit with every 
general court-martial, and should empower him to rule 
upon all questions of law raised during the proceeding, 
to sum up the évidence for the court; and to perform 
generally those functions which are usually performed 
by a judge sitting with a jury in the trial of a criminal 
case; and the statute should also require that wherever 
practicable a specially qualified officer be detailed to sit 
as a law member of a special court-martial. 

“The statute should require that the court and the 
judge advocate shall function independently of the con- 
vening or any other authority, and it should forbid the 
convening or any other authority to return to the court 
any record for reconsideration, except for such recon- 
sideration as must operate to the benefit of the accused. 
The statute should forbid any reconsideration that could 
result in the changing of a finding of not guilty to one 
of guilty of any offense, or changing a finding of guilty 
of a lesser included offense only to a finding of guilty of 
an offense of higher degree or of a different offense, or 
increasing the punishment. The statute should require 
that the convening authority take no action upon the 
proceedings of a general court-martial until he shall have 
had views of his judge advocate thereon in writing, and 
that no convening authority shall approve any proceed- 
ing or sentence of a court-martial pronounced illegal or 
void by his judge advocate. 

Another Request for Publicity. 

“The statute should place beyond question the re- 
visory power of the Judge Advocate General of the Army, 
who shouldbe specifically authorized upon a question of 
law raised, (1) to pronounce the proceedings, findings 
of guilty, or sentence, in whole or in part, invalid; (2) 
and in a proper case to recommend to the proper con- 
vening authorities that a new trial may be had. The 
statute should make offenses and penalties more nearly 
specific. The strtute should so establish the office and 
duties of the Judge Advocate General that in their per- 
formance he shall not be subjected directly or indirectly 
to military supervision of any kind but kept free from 
that military influence which I regard as’ offensive to 
justice.” 

The letter closed with a repetition of Colonel Ansell’s 
request to receive his letter officially and give it the 
same publicity that was accorded ‘General Crowder’s 
“aspersions” on him (Ansell), 


The Adjutant General Writes to Ansell, 


On the same day the above correspondence appeared 
the ‘Var Department made public a letter written by 
Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant General, to 
Colonel Ansell in which Secretary Baker directed Colo 


nel Ansell to prepare and submit to the Seéretary of 
War a draft of a bill that would bring about the reforms 
Colonel Ansell thought imperative. The letter reads: 

*“Dated April 5, 1919. 

“From: The Adjutant General of the Army 

“To: Lieut. Col. S. T. Ansell, Judge Advocate. 

“Subject: Indorsement of April 2. 

“The Secretary of War acknowledges the receipt, 
through military channels, of the indorsement made by 
Lieutenant Colonel Ansell under date of April 2, dealing 
with the subject of proposed changes in the system of 
military justice. The suggestions made by Lieutenant 
Colonel Ansell are entirely appropriate in form and sub- 
stance and merit earnest consideration, which they will 
receive. With many of the suggestions the Secretary of 
War finds himself in hearty concurrence, if,..in fact, 
existing statute law is defective in the particulars sug- 
gested by the-proposed changes. In order that the sub- 
ject may be fully considered and the views of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Ansell adequately studied, it is: directed that 
Lieutenant Colonel Ansell prepare and submit to the 
Secretary of War at the earliest possible date a draft of 
such a ‘bill as in his opinion would be adapted to carry 
into effect the ideas expressed in the first paragraph of 
his indorsement. 

“With regard to the second paragraph of the indorse- 
ment which calls for this memorandum, the Secretary of 
War declines to receive officially the communication 
herewith returned. The communication in question has 
already been published and there is, therefore, no point 
in seeking to use the Secretary of War as a medium of 
publicity. The resort to personal comment in connec 
tion ‘with this subject matter was not begun by General 
Crowder. It plainly would have been more fitting and 
appropriate if never begun by anybody; it has certainly 
been carried far enough by everybody. The Secretary 
of War assumes Lieutenant Colonel Ansell’s earnest de 
sire to concentrate public attention and official : atten 
tion upon the improvement of the system of military 
justice, and is quite sure that a single-minded and ux 
biased consideration of that ~subject can best be as 
sured by the abatement of further personal discussion 
and unanimity of effort to work out the best results for 
the system which we all desire to improve.

Secretary Baker on Courts-Martial Changes. 


Previous to his departure for France on the U.S38. 
Leviathan on April 7, Secretary of War Baker made 
publie a statement as to his views on the courts-martial 
situation and announced that Col. William ©. Rigby, 
who has been making an especial study for the last month 
on a comparison between the British and American sys 
tems of military law, will soon go abroad to study both 
the French and British codes. Secretary Baker’s state 
ment reads: : 

“General Crowder has made a number of recommenda 
tions for modifications in court-martial regulations which 
have grown up in his mind. General Kreger is studying 
these recommendations with a board of officers, and 
myself have gone over some of them and approved the 
principles of some of the recommendations. In addi 
tion to this, I am — a copy of the Articles of War 
and courts-martial regulations abroad with me so that 
I can devote as much time as I can on the boat to that 

subject, and when I am in Europe I am going 
as to French and British systems, 
go that we can have all the light we can get from ae 
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those who have had experience in the administration of 
military justice and from officers who have commanded 
in the field and have had military experience in dealing 
with the subject, so that from all points of view I am 
trying to get every suggestion possible for the analysis 
of our military code. Many of the criticisms which have 
been made have been very helpful, and so far as I know 
I have taken advantage of each criticism. I have sought 
to test each criticism to find out whether it dealt with a 
mere breakdown of the human element, or whether the 
regulation which it concerned itself needed changing. I 
hope by the time Congress reassembles to have construc- 
tive suggestions to make to them about the substance of 
the military code and about the procedure, and »without 
waiting for Congressional action, wherever it seems 
that regulations need improvement, I am authorizing 
those regulations to be changed.” 


Colonel Ansell Will Prepare New Bill. 


When asked on April 8 whether the Chamberlain 
Court-martial bill (S. 5320) to promote the administra- 
tion of military justice, as amended by him at the re- 
quest of Senator Chamberlain, would constitute the 
measure he would submit in response to the direction of 
the Seeretary of War, Colonel Ansell said: “This Cham- 
berlain bill was hastily prepared with the purpose of 
rushing it through the last Congress near the close of 
the session. It is, therefore, not entirely satisfactory. 
It embodies, however, many of the ideas on court-martial 
reform, which will be retained.” He added that he 
would submit a draft of a new bill to the Secretary of 
War. 

Senator Chamberlain Compleins Against Wigmore. 


Senator George E. Chamberlain made complaints to 
both Attorney General Palmer and Postmaster General 
Burleson on April 8 as to the action of Col. J. H. Wig- 
more, of the office of the J.A.G., in sending cut through 
the mails, under an official frank, a pamphlet entitled 
“Military Justice During the War’ containing the text 
of the letter written by Mr. Baker to General Crowder 
on March 1 and General Crowder’s reply of March 10, 
both of which letters were printed in our issue of March 
15. In a statement issued on the night he made the 
gharges against Colonel Wigmore Senatoy Chamberlain 
describes that officer’s action in sending out the pamph- 
lets as a “gross abuse of official position and the frank- 
ing privilege.”

INQUIRY INTO COURTS-MARTIAL SYSTEM. 

The committee of the American Bar Association that 
is investigating the Army courts-martial system has ad- 
journed its session in Washington until April 15. At 
its session on April 3 Major William C. Rigby, formerly 
Chief of the Death and Dismissal Section, Military Jus- 
tice Division, Judge Advocate General’s Office, was the 
first officer to appear. 





Comparison of British. System With Ours. 

Major Rigby outlined the chief points of difference 
between the English, French and American systems of 
military justice and drew conclusions as the result of 
this comparison. The British system differs from the 
American, he said, in the following points: The elaborate 
manner in which the preliminary investigation is carried 
on; provision is made by regulation for what is gen- 
erally the actual practice in our system of having 
charges referred to the staff judge advocate for recom- 
mendation; the commanding officer has greater power to 
administer summary disciplinary punishment, but is re- 
quired to ask the accused if he is satisfied to settle the 
matter without a court-martial trial. Also each G.C.M. 
has a judge advoeate who unlike the American judge 
advocate is really a judge, who passes on all questions of 
law and procedure; his opinions need not be binding on 
the court, but they are seldom disregarded. There is in 
the British system a court which corresponds to noth- 
ing in the American, the field G.C.M., composed of one 
to five officers, with no judge advocate, but having al- 
ways one member especially qualified whose sole duty it 
is to sit at such trials. The British review of cases is 
very similar to ours. Following a G.C.M. the record is 
sent to the Judge Advocate General for review; he sends 
his recommendation direct to the Secretary of State for 
War instead of submitting it through the General Staff. 
The reviewing authority cannot return the findings of a 
court to recommend the change of a sentence of not 
guilty to one of guilty or recommending an increase in 
sentence. 

Major Rigby in a summary of the French military 
justice code said that it differs radically and in many 
points from ours. The preliminary investigation is prac- 
tically the same as in French civil law. An official, 
called the rapporteur, appointed for each court, ques- 
tions the accused inquisitorially ; there is no French econ- 
stitutional right upon which the accused may base a re- 
fusal to answer. His report goes to the commanding 
officer, who hands it to the commisseur, the prosecutor, 
who advises whether a court should be convened. The 
court is of seven members: a colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
two majors, captain, lieutenant, and in the case of an 
enlisted man one non-commissioned officer other than a 
corporal. Counsel for the accused does not question his 
client, but he is allowed to address the court at the con- 
clusion of the trial. As soon as the findings are de- 
termined they are announced. There is no automatic 
appeal, but the accused has the right within twenty- 
four hours to appeal to the court of revision, composed 
of five judges. This court determines only whether 
there are any legal errors. In extreme cases there is 
further appeal to the court of cassation, corresponding 
to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Major Rigby suggested a number of changes in our 
system which he considered worthy of study. He would 
elaborate more fully Paragraphs 75 and 76 of the 
Manual, to allow for a fairer preliminary examination; 
make it mandatory for the commanding gencral to con- 
sider the opinion in writing of the staff judge advocate 
before charges are preferred, and again‘ before sentence 
is carried into effect; have a lawyer sit as a member of 
trials which are serious, difficult or complicated; amend 
45th Article of War by striking out “In time of peace”; 
remove the power of the reviewing authority to return 
the record with recommendation for conviction or in- 
crease of sentence; appellate power to exist in the 
President. 

Inexperience of Trial Judge Advocates. 


Major Edgar Munson, recently appointed Chief of the 
Death and Dismissal Section, Military Justice Division, 
commented on the inexperience of the trial judge advyo- 
cates and counsel for the accused, but said that in gen- 
eral he was of the opinion that the rights of the ac 

were well safeguarded. He spoke of the care 


taken in the office of the Judge Advocate General to 
carefully review each case. 

Lieut. Col. Edward M. Morgan, acting assistant to 
Brig. Gen. Edward A. Kreger during absence of Colonel 
Ansell, and acting president of the Clemency Board, fol- 
lowed with an impassioned statement of the evils of the 
courts-martial system as it appeared to him. Colonel 
Morgan is a professor of law at the Yale University ©ol- 
lege of Law, and has been on active duty with the 
J.A.G. Department since the early months of the war. 
His testimony, while out and out opposed to the present 
system in practically every principle, was largely taken 
up with a recitation of specific abuses which have arisen 
during the period of the war. Following a statement by 
him to the effect that in the great majority of the cases; 
the accused does not get a fair trial, Mr; Conboy asked 
him to make any recommendations or suggestions that 
he thought might serve to remedy the system. He sub- 
mitted these: Provision making mandatory a thorough 
investigation preliminary to preferring the charges; triat 
judge advocate should be member of the J.A.G. Depart 
ment; defendant should be given military legal adviser; 
it should be mandatory that every court-martia? have 
one legal officer in its membership; court should be com- 
pelled to follow the ruling of that officer on points of 
law; reviewing authority should have no power to send 
back the recommendation for finding of guilty or for in- 
creasing sentence; the J.A.G. Department should be 
made a real court of appeal; it is now, he believed, 
about as impotent a bedy as it could be. Also there 
should be an independent judicial review, independent 
of the chief of staff, and an automatic appeal. 

Major Morgan was followed by Major John B. Dins- 
more, Chief of the Statistics Section of the Military Jus- 
tice Division, who read into the record statistics regard- 
ing the number of cases tried within a given period, and 
interpreted figures which appeared in the annual report 
of the Judge Advocate General. 
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RETURN OF ADMIRAL SIMS. 


Rear Admiral William 8S. Sims, U.S.N., who was in 
command of the U.S. Naval Forces operating in Euro- 
pean waters during the present war, arrived at New 
York city on April 7 on the Cunard liner Mauretania, 
and received a rousing welcome. A flotilla of destroyers 
met the steamer out at sea, while Navy seaplans circled 
about in the air. Other craft met the steamer down the 
bay and Navy officers and the Mayor's Committee of 
Welcome also extended their greetings. Rear Admiral 
Sims and the members of his staff were met at Quaran- 
tine and taken aboard the U.S.S. Aramis, on which 
were Rear Admiral Guy H. Burrage, U.S.N., and the 
family of Admiral Sims. Members of Admiral Sims’s 
staff with him included Capts. R. H. Leigh, chief of 
staff; P. R. P. Pringle, D. W. Knox, A. V. Babcock, 
Comdrs. A. T. Fairchild, H. R. Stark, Lieut. Comdrs. 
W. A. Edwards, J. H. Roys, D. B. Wainwright, A. C. 
Davis and D. G. Copeland Others in the welcoming 
party on the Aramis were A. Y. Sims, a brother of the 
Admiral, and Mayor J. P. Mahoney, of Newport, who 
with Col. Frank P. King, was present to extend the 
official greetings of the Admiral’s home town at New- 
port, and arrange for a big homecoming celebration. 
After conferring with Admiral Sims Mayor Mahoney 
announced the parade and celebration would be held on 
Friday, April 11. The reviewing stand will be erected 
in the front yard of the Sims home. 

The Admiral and his party were landed at Pier A, 
New York city, where he was formally welcomed by 
Mayor Hylan, after which the Admiral and his party 
were taken in automobiles to the Hotel Biltmore, and 
were cheered all along the route. Admiral Sims to 
reporters gave many interesting facts concerning his 
duties abroad and among them he explained,how he and 
his aid, Comdr. J. V. Babcock, had sailed for England 
March 31, 1917, from New York under assumed names. 
The greatest secrecy was preserved and they were not 
recognized. A special train was awaiting them in Liver- 
pool, aboard which was a representative of the British 
Admiralty who accompanied them to London. It was 
not until April 13 that the announcement of their ar- 
rival in England was made public, and after that they 
discarded their civilian suits and donned Navy uniforms. 
Admiral Sims went into details of the work of the U.S. 
Navy abroad and pointed out that there was the best 
feeling at all times between the British and the U.S. 
Wavy men and also with the naval men of the other 
allied nations. The Admiral went on to say that many 
of the lessons learned since the war, including mistakes, 
would be thrashed out at the War College at Newport, 
to which the Admiral goes to resume his duties as presi- 
dent. In speaking of the convoy system, Admiral Sims 
said: 

“There were many men, both Navy men and men of 
the merchant marine, who did not believe that thirty or 
forty ships could be sent safely in convoy. Afterward 
that proved differently. Under the convoy system it is 
necessary for ships to steam in columns of four, line 
ahead. When a submarine is sighted the leading ships 
must turn simultaneously, irrespective of the number of 
columns. Then, too, the column must be maintained 
through the night without navigating lights. 

“The allied naval staffs all declared the merchant sea- 
men could never maintain these positions. What also 
contributed to the error was the fact that the merchant 
seamen themselves also stated they could not do so. 
They pointed out that even with naval ships it was a 
difficult maneuver, despite the fact that naval crews are 
trained to it constantly. 

“Finally we succeeded in putting two experienced con- 
voys' on from Gibraltar to England. They were a com- 
plete success, and from that time the convoy system was 
continued. Our light naval forces were used as escort 
vessels to as many of these convoys as they could handle.” 

Admiral Sims arrived.in Washington on April 8 and 
was met by Acting Secretary of the Navy Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as he stepped from the train, and by the heads 
of bureaus at the Navy Department. At the gate from 
the train shed he was greeted with music by a Navy 
band, and was cheered by a large number of persons 
gathered about the place. Mr. Roosevelt on greeting 
Admiral Sims at the station handed him the following 
eable message which he had received on April 8 from 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels in France: 

“T regret that absence from the United States pre- 
vents my greeting you upon your arrival home and ex- 
tending in person the thanks of the Navy and the whole 
country, too, upon the signal ability you have shown in 
the important and delicate duty entrusted to you as 
commander of the United States Naval Forces in Euro- 
pean waters during the great war, in which™the naval 
forces under your direction won the praise and com- 
mendation of the world. 4 

“The American people will give you the great wel- 
come your distinguished service merits. In the new duty 








you are to assume as president of the War College, 
which assignment I was glad to make at your request, 
you will have the largest opportunity for usefulness. To 
your leadership in that greatfosition the Navy Jooks for 
that initietive and direction which will impress the whole 
Service with the spirit of progress and decision which 
have marked naval performances during the war. 

“With my congratulations upon your great work in 
these years of trial and success, and with sentiments of 
esteem and regard.” 
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MARINE CORPS ADOPTS NEW RIFLE SIGHS% 


The new peep sight and front sight for the Army rifte, 
referred to in our igsue of April 5, page 1097, originated 
by Lieut. Col. Douglas C. McDougal and Major John J. 
Dooley, U.S.M.C., respectively, have been adepted by 
the U.S. Marine Corps and will be issued. for general 
distribution, 10,000 being in process of manufacture at 
the U.S. Arsenal, Springfield, Mass. The Marine Corps 
has been trying out a number of the sights on ranges, 
and they will be issued in the qualifying course. Through 
the courtesy of Lieut. Col. W. Garland Fay, U.S.M.C., 
and Major William D. Smith, U.S.M.C., we are erabled 
to give ti following technical description of the new 
sights, through the use of which remarkable rerxi:s have 
been achieved on Marine Corps ranges: 

The front sight is .10 inch in width and .45 inch 
in height, undercut so as to give a shaded front sight at 
all times. The additional height over the front sight as 
now issued with the rifle makes the battle sight effective 
at 200 and 300 yards. e drift slide at the same time 
was reamed out to .10 inch diameter. Several differept 
widths of front sight and diameters of peep sight were 
tried before it was definitely concluded that the .10 inch 
was correct. During these experiments the conclusion 
was reached through actual practice that the peep should 
be the same diameter as the width of the front sight. The 
fact that the front sight is naturally a greater distance 
from the eye than the rear (or peep) sight, gives an ap- 
parent reduction in width of front sight with respect to 
the peep. The original idea of Colonel McDougall was 
simply to réam out the drift slides issued by the Ord- 
nance Department for the 1903 model Springfield to .10 
inch and then eradicate the present line bisecting the 
peep, and to inscribe a line below the peep to corre/pond 
to the increase in height of the new and larger front 
sight. This it was found most difficult to do. 

The question then arose, “Why not make a new drift?” 
Major Smith then designed a drift which eliminated 
everything but the peep and made this drift long enough 
at the bottom so that, should the slide be loose and the 
rear sight leaf raised, the drift slide automatically drops 
and the sight reads 100 yards. ‘This additional metal 
below the peep allows the rifleman to raise his rear 
sight to 800 yards before any light shows at the botto! 
of the drift slide. Also the elimination of the triangle 
makes the new drift slide “fool proof,” for a man cannot 
aim except through the large peep and this reduces to a 
minimum all tendencies for error under strain of excite- 
ment. 

When asked whether the rules committee for the forth- 
coming national rifle matches will permit the use of the 
new Marine Corps sights, Lieut. Col. William C. Harllee, 
U.S.M.C., executive offcer of the National ,Matches, 
stated that in his opinion the committee undoubtedly will 
allow them to be used. He added that the committee in 
formulating the rules will be liberal in its attitude and 
encourage the development of advanced ideas. 
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COURTS-MARTIAL RECORDS IN A.E.F. 


In General Orders No. 41, War Dept., March 25, 1919, 
published below, appears an amendment of the orders 
heretofore issued defining the revisory duties and powers 
of the Acting Judge Advocate General of the A.E.F. The 
original order (G.O. 7, 1918) establishing the branch 
office of the J.A.G. in France called for a revision by 
the Acting J.A.G., A.E.F., of all courts-martial which 
imposed sentence of death, dismissal or dishonorable dis- 
charge; and also the’ return by him with a report to 
the proper officer of any defect or irregularity which 
renders the findings or sentence or parts thereof in- 
valid or void, “to the end that any such sentence or 
any part thereof so found to be invalid or void shall 
not be carried into effect.” ‘ 

Then came G.O. 84, 1918, which so amended G.O. 7 
as to require a review of “all general courts-martial,” 
not those only that imposed sentence of death, dismissal 
or dishonorable discharge. G.O, 84 further directed that 
the execution of all sentences involving death, dismissal 
or dishonorable discharge shall be stayed pending such 
review. The paragraph as amended by G.O. 84 rem 
the dependent clause first quoted above, namely, “to the 
end,” ete, and carried an explicit requirement that 
“Any sentence, or any part thereof, so found to be illegal, 
defective, or void, in whole or in part, shall be disap- 
proved, modified, or set aside, in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Acting Judge Advocate General.” 

This explicit direction to comply with the recommenda- 
tion of the Acting J.A.G. is removed from the ph 
as amended and now issued in G.O. 41, 1919, and in 
place thereof a return is made to almost the identical 
language of the dependent clause in the order of G.O. 7, 
1918, the new order requiring the Acting Judge Advyo- 
cate General to report to the proper officer any defect or 
irregularity which renders the finding or sentence é 
or void in whole or in part “to the end that any such 
sentence or any part thereof so found to be tWegal or 
void shall not be carried into effect.” As we read it, 
the mandatory nature of the injunction against the exe- 
cution of illegal sentences is not at all atfected by the 
new wording of the regulation. Following is the general 
order : 








G.O. 41, MARCH 25, 1919, WAR DEPT. 

I.—Review of records of general courts-martial.—The last 
subparagraph of Sec. II, General Orders No. 7, War Dept., 
1918, as amended by Sec. IV, General Orders No. 84, War 
Dept., 1918, is further amended to read as follows: 

The records of all general courts-martial and of all military 
commissions originating in the said Expeditionary Forces will 
be forwarded to the said branch office for review, and it shall 
be the duty of the said Acting Judge Advocate General to 
examine and review such records, to return to the r com- 
manding officer for correction such as are incomplete, and to 
report to the proper officer any defect or irregularity which 
renders the finding or sentence illegal or void in wh or in 
part, to the end that any such sentence or any part thereof so 
found to be illegal or void shall not be carried into effect. The 
execution of all sentences involving death, dismissal or dishon- 
orable discharge shall be stayed pending such review. The said 
Acting Judge Advocate General will forward all records in 
which action is complete, together with his view thereof and all 
proceedings thereon, to the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army for permanent file.

May Apply for Commissions in Army. 

General Orders No. 33 of the A.B.F., issued on Feb. 
17, 1919, provide that soldiers of the Expeditionary 
Force who have graduated from Army ndidates’ 
Schools may apply for commissions in the Regular Army. 
The orders are as follows: “Soldiers who have success- 
fully completed the course at Army Candidates’ Schools 
and the courses at other candidates’ schools for commis- 
sions in the A.E.F. and have been commissioned in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, inactive status, may submit an 
application for appointment in the Regular Army.” 


Changes of Station.

In an article about the fight at 
Chateau-Thierry the assertion is made that the troo 
of the 3d Division were the only Americans who fought 
ere. Especial praise is given to the 7th M.G. Bat- 
lion, which held the bridges in the city from May 31 
to June 4, 1918, and repulsed the strong attacks of the 
Germans. 
War Book of the 106th Field Artillery. 
As full of action as an interesting novel, while at the 
© time recording the history of the organization, is 
e War Book of the 106th Regiment, Field Artillery, 
‘hich has just been issued, but to which the clever au- 
thor, unfortunately, failed to affix his name. Beginning 
with a brief history of the regimeat as a National Guard 
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organization, the existence of which dates from 1848 
when it was established in Buffalo, N.Y., its battle hon- 
ors in the Civil: War and again in the Spanish-American 
¢onflict are given and then im detail the story of its 
service from the time of its entrance into the United 
States Army in July 15, 1917, and of its excellent work 
from the time of its active encounter with the enemy in 
September, 1917, until the signing of the armistice, for 
the Tegiment was heavily onene at the very hour the 
arthistice went into effect,; Nov. 11, 1918. The fact is 
mentioned that in its first engagement on Sept. 26, 
1917, 2,550 rounds were fired in three and three-quarter 
hours. A diary is given of the daily movements of the 
various batteries, and a roster of these while on combat 
duty, as well as a brief record of the regiment in the 
numerous battles and engagements in which it took 
part. The author ‘concludes with these words: “Our 
Army life is now only a memory. We have in our pos- 
session that little square paper which was our ticket to 
civilian life. Yet, as we look back to the time we spent 
‘over there,’ we are not quite certain, after all, whether 
we are happier now than we were then.”

POSTS FOR NAVY RESERVE ENSIGNS. 


Orders relative to the appointment of Reserve officers 
of the Navy with rank of ensign to temporary status 
were issued under date of March 31 by Acting Sec- 
retary Roosevelt as follows: 

“Officers with the rank of ensign in the Naval Re 
serve Force, classes one, two, three or four, for general 
service, whether in active duty or imactive duty status, 
who desire to accept appointments as ensigns for tem- 
porary service in the Regular Navy, may be eligi for 
consideration by the Bureau of Navigation for such 
transfer provided that they meet the following require- 
ments: Officers must signify in writing their willing- 
ness to serve for a period of six months after peace is 
declared, or for such other stated period as Congress 
may provide for their retention; must be ensigns in 
classes one or two of the Reserve Force, or must be 
graduates of Officer Material Schools, or must have 
ualified for service afloat in accordanee with Bureau of 

avigation Circular Letter 121, July 18, 1918; must 
be between the ages of twenty-one and thirty-one years 
of age; must have clear record during current enrol- 
ment; must pass physical examination for ensign tempo- 
rary without waiver before board of three medical offi- 
cers; must be recommended by their respective com- 
mandants or commanding officers as desirable material 
for transfer to the Regular Service, which recommenda- 
tion will state that commandant or commanding officer 
is willing to have officers recommended serve under him 
at any time. 

“Lists shall be forwarded to reach the Bureau of Navi- 
gation not later than April 19; shall state that officers 
recommended fulfill all requirements mentioned above, 
and shall be accompanied by report of medical examiners 
and statement of officer’s willingness to serve for period 
mentioned above. Qualified students now at Officer 
Material School who desire to accept should be recom- 
mended on or before graduation. Attention is invited to 
thag fact that legislation is pending which provides an 
opportunity for officers holding temporary commissions 
to qualify for permanent rank in the Navy.” 
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26TH DIVISION, U.S. ARMY. 


The people of Boston have extended a hearty and pa- 
triotic welcome to the gallant officers and men of the 
26th Division, U.S.A. (New England National Guard), 
who have been arriving on their home shore from France 
on various days since April 4. The 26th Division had 
the great honor of being the first National Guard Divi- 
sion to sail for France and arrived there in September, 
1917. It fought in many battles and won great giory, 
its commander for the greater part of the time being 
Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, of the Regular Army. 

The first contingent of the division arrived home at 
Boston on April 4, comprising some 6, troops under 
Major Gen. Harry C. Hale, of the Regular Army. Peo- 
ple from various New England states including officials 
were present to welcome the returning troops and Gen- 
eral Edwards was among the first at the dock. 

The parade in Boston of the 26th will be on Friday, 
April 25. The start will be at one o'clock p.m. This 
was announced definitely by Col. Albert S. Williams, 
chief of staff to Major General Edwards, U.S.A., com- 
manding the Northeastern Department, after a confer- 
ence with representatives of Majof General Hale, pres- 
ent commander of the 26th Division, and various civic 
committees. 








The farewell review of the 26th (Yankee) Division at 
Camp Devens will be on April 22 or 23, according to the 


announcement by Major Gen. Harry C. Hale on April 8. 
Governors of New England states, Major Gen. Clarence 
R. Edwards, commanding the Northeastern Department ; 
Rear Admiral Spencer S. Wood, U.S.N., and other 
prominent persons will be invited.

In the course of his weekly interview on April 5, the 
full text of which appears on page 1118, Gen. Peyton C. 
March, Chief of Séaff, made a reference to “some com- 
ment in one of the morning papers about the conditions 
with regard to typhoid in the American Expeditionary 
Force, and a quotation from a circular of the chief gur- 
geon of the A.B.F. enjoining upon doctors to carefully 
watch the preventives to see that no laxity was per- 
mitted by the doctors themselves.” This remark was 
occasioned by the publication of a news dispatch dated 
Washington, appearing in the papers on April 5 quoting 
statements made in the eircular referred to by the Chief 
of Staff. According to this account the chief surgeon 
of the A.E.F’. cited many instances where epidemics pre- 
vailed among troops, especially during the last offensive 
on the western front, and points out that the occurrence 
and distribution of diseases was constantly brought to 
the notice of the medical officers through weekly bul- 
letins. “It would appear,” the cireular continues, “that 
many officers utterly failed to grasp the significance of 
these reports and warnings, a fact which may be due to 
a false sense of security under the popular belief that 
vaccination against typhoid and paratyphoid gives com- 
plete immunity even in the midst of gross insanitary con- 
ditions. In a brief review of the occurrence of typhoid 
and paratyphoid fevers in the Expeditionary Force the 
chief surgeon says that until June, 1918, few cases oc- 
curred, and the rate was within the expected limits. 
From then on, however, it appears the disease spread 
through many units. During the Chateau-Thierry offen- 
sive, the circular discloses, approximately seventy-five 
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per cent. of the troops engaged were afflicted with diar- 
rheal diseases, such as simple diarrhea, bacillar dysen- 
tery, typhoid and paratyphoid. ‘The high incidence of 
imtestinal diseases in this sector was due to entire dis- 
regard of the rules of sanitation.” 
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Woman’s Army AND Navy LEAGvE BALt. 

The annual ball of the Woman's Army and Navy 
League is to be held this year on the night of Easter 
Monday, April 21, at the Marine Barracks, Washing- 
ton, D.C. To announce the event the league has distrib- 


uted around Washington an appropriate poster showing 
three American soldiers following their regimental col- 
ors and bearing the legend “Annual Easter Monday Ball, 
Woman’s Army and Navy League.” The work of the 
league is “to promote the welfare and happiness of the 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, and 
extend aid to their families in emergency.” The league 
is described by one of its historians as “the oldest of 
all patriotic organizations of American women,” having 
been an offshoot of the Ladies’ Union Mission School 
Association formed in Albany, N.Y., in 1872. In 1877 
an auxiliary branch of this society was formed by a 
group of the*wives of Army and Navy officers living in 
Washington, D.C., with the title The Army and Navy 
Auxiliary. Ten years later this organization took its 
present name. In addition to its long established prac- 
tice of furnishing organs to navy yards, ships of the 
Navy, Army transports, and chapels at Army posts, aid- 
ing clubs for soldiers, sailors and Marines, the league 
maintains the Soldiers, Sailors and Marines Club, 317 
C street, N.W., Washington. The officers of the league 
issue a special appeal for the younger women related to 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps officers to join the organ- 
ization so its work can be carried on. 








FEDERAL Arm Fork Naval MdirTA. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt denied a 
printed report which appeared on April 11 that the Navy 
Department has decided to recommend te Congress the 
withdrawal of Federal aid from the Naval Militia. He 
said that if the plans of the War College are adopted by 
Congress all Militia, beth naval] and land forces, will be 
replaced by Reserve Corps of the Navy and Army, re- 
spectively. He said he had heard of no proposal to 
Congress concerning the abolishing of the Naval Militia, 
and that whatever action might be taken would be taken 
largely in accordance with the plans adopted by Con- 
gress with regard to the National Guard. Mr. Roosevelt 
denied the probability of the Navy’s refusing to furnish 
officers as instructors of the state naval forces, even 
though othem Federal aid might be withdrawn and the 
Naval Militia be changed to a state force for policing 
local waters. He said that in all probability in such 
an event Navy officers would be furnished as instructors 
and Navy ships furnished for use by the Naval Militia- 
men just as they are now.

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Transport GrorGeE WASHINGTON SAILS FOR FRANCE. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt late on April 
8 received a cable from Admiral Benson in Paris re 
questing that the sailing of the U.S.S. George Washing- 
ton from New York be expedited at once by direction of 
the President. The George Washington was therefore 
scheduled to leave New York Friday afternoon, Apri! 11. 
The bull, deck houses and various deck fittings have 
been repainted. Cables from Paris early in the week 
stated that the President had ordered the George Wash- 
ington to sail for Brest to be ready for his return to 
the United States, but the Navy Department had no 
word from the President. On April 7 the department 
received a cable from Admiral Benson at Paris, in which 
the Chief of Naval Operations asked when the trans 
port would sail for France. The original sailing date 
was March 28, but certain repairs were undertaken at 
the New York Navy Yard and a tentative sailing date set 
for April 14. The navy yard, however, found the work 
could be completed so that the transport would be ready 
to sail three days earlier.

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Heatta OF THE TROOPS. 

Disease conditions among the troops for the. week 
ending April 4 show an annual admission rate per 1,000 
(all causes) of 667.08 and for all troops in the-United 
States, 1274.67. The annual admission rate per 1,000 
(disease only) was 585.38 and for all trops in the 
United States, 1077.26. The non-effective rate per 
1,000 on day of report was 45.23 and for all troops in 
the United States, 61.78. The annual death rate per 
1,000 (all causes) was-7.20 and for all troops ip the 
United States, 8.53. The annual death rate per 1,000 
(disease only) was 5.68 and for all troops in the United 
States, 7.56. The “current week” report of the A.B.F. 
issued with the above figures shows an «annual admis- 
sion rate per 1,000 (all eauses) of 467.31; annual ad- 
mission rate per 1,000 (disease only) of 420.95; non- 
eifective rate per 1,000 on day of report of 39.71; an- 
nual death rate per 1,000 (all causes) 6.76; annual 
death rate per 1,000 (disease only) 5.06. 











APPOINTMENTS IN NATIONAL GuARD RESERVE. 

In order to include officers of war expericnce in the 
National Guard Reserve, regulations concerning the ap- 
pointment of officers to this Reserve have been amended 
by direction of the Secretary of War, and the amend- 
ment has been mailed to the adjutants general of all 
states, the territory of Hawaii and the District of Co- 
lumbia Militia. The change reads: “Persons who served 
with eredit as officers of the U.S. Army between April 6, 
1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, may be appointed in the Na 
tional Guard Reserve. Such appointment may be made 
in the grade up to and including that held by the officer 
at the time of discharge and may be made in the next 
higher grade than that held at time of discharge when 
the termination of hostilities prevented a promotion 
which had been definitely recommended: Provided, That 
no appointments of officers will be made in a grade 
higher than major, except in the case of a medical 
officer.”

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Four A.E.F. GENERALS CHANGE COMMANDS, 

A change in the commands of four generals in the 
American Army of Occupstion was announced at the 
headquarters of the 3d Army. Gen. William Lassiter 


who has commanded the 32d Division since its arrival 
in Germany, has been designated chief artillery officer 
of the 3d Army, according to a press message from 
Coblenz, dated April 9. Brig. Gen. William G. Haan, 
who was in command of the 32d Division during the 
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war, is -to command that division when it leaves Ger- 
many for home. Since the Army has been in the Cob- 
lenz section of Germany General Haan has been a corps 
commander. Brig. Gens. Charles H, Muir and Adel- 
bert Cronkhite, also 3d Army Corps commanders, have 
been assigned to their former divisions, the 28th and 
80th, respectively. 

RELEASES FROM U.S. Navy Torat 200,000. 

Tabulations of the Enlisted Personnel Section of the 
Navy Department on reports received up to April 4, 
inclusive, show releases from the Service as follows: 
Reserves, 155,114; duration of war Regulars, 22,014; 
four-year men, 18,640; total, 195,768. It is estimated 
that in the last week the 200,000 mark has been passed. 
Authorized released are tabulated as follows: Reserves, 
170,000; duration of war Regulars, 25,000; four-year 
men, 25,000; total, 220,000. On the list to be released 
under present orders are 24,000 men. Further orders 
are to be issued to reduce the total enlisted personnel to 
250,000 by July 1, a figure which is considered the mini- 
mum to man the ships and bring home the troops from 
overseas.

U.S.S. Pittsburgh and Idaho at New York. 
The U.S. cruiser Pittsburgh, the flagship of Rear Ad. 





miral W. B. Caperton, U.S.N., arrived at New York 
April 8 from Rio Janeiro, Brazil.- As she steamed up 
the Hudson River to her anchorage, she flew a homeward 


bound pennant 500 feet long, one of the largest ever 
seen in port. It was only four feet shorter than the 
Pittsburgh herself, for the ship measures 504 feet in 
length over all. The Pittsburgh had aboard Captain 
Barbridge, his wife and eleven of the crew of the four- 
masted American schooner Chaska, which caught fire at 
sea and foundered off the coast of Brazil, while on her 
way from Durban, South Africa, for Buenos Ayres with 
a cargo ef coal. After fifty-six hours in the schooner’s 
yawl, the party landed on the Island of Trinidad, South 
Brazil, where they were stranded until the Pittsburgh 
came along on March 22 and took them off. Admiral 
Caperton hauled down his flag April 8, after she had 
anchored in the Hudson. She will be used to bring 
home troops from France. The Admiral has been away 
from his home in Springfield, Tenn., since 1915, and will 
go there for a time. Jean Maurice Caswmave, acting 
French Consul General at Rio Janeiro, arrived by the 
Pittsburgh, and will go to Washington to assume the 
duties of the French High Commission, recently aban- 
doned officially. G. C. Tarler, first sceretary of Ameri- 
ean Embassy in Brazil, also was a passenger by the 
Pittsburgh. 

The U.S.S. Idaho, Capt. C. T. Vogelsang, one-of the 
latest and most powerful battleships in the U.S. Navy, 
arrived at the navy yard, New York, April 5, to go into 
drydock preliminary to a trial at sea. The vessel was 
commissioned at Camden, N.J., on March 24, and has a 
length over all of 624 feet and a full load displacement 
of 33,000 tons. Her estimated speed is twenty-one 
knots. She is equipped with four sets of turrets on a 
center. line and each turret mounts a pair of 14-inch 
guns. In addition she §8 armed with fourteen 5-inch 
guns-and four anti-aircraft weapons. She has the latest 
devices in wireless equipment, radio telephone apparatus, 
etc. . 

U.S.S: Cyclops Not Torpedoed. 

The mystery of the disappearance of the U.S. collier 
Cyclops while bound from Brazil to the United States in 
March, 1918, bids fair to remain unsolved. The seas have 
been searched, but not a trace of the vessel or a piece of 
wreckage from her bas been discovered. One theory was 
that she was torpedoed by a German submarine, ~and 
quickly went to the bottom with all hands, as she had a 
load of manganese. he German Admiralty, however, 
recently announced that the Cyclops was not sunk by a 
German submarine, as none of them_was operating in 
West Indian waters, and no report of her sinking was 
ever received. The Cyclops carried fifteen officers, 221 
men and fifty-seven passengers. 

Chamberlain G.C.M. to be Held in Paris. 

The proceedings in the G.C.M. of Capt. Edmund G. 
Chamberlain, U.S.M.C., who has been on trial in Lon- 
don for some time on a chargeof having claimed to have 
made aerial bights on the British front in which he per- 
formed feats of valor, for which he was decorated, but 
which acts it has since been claimed did not take place, 
have been concluded in the British capital. The court 
adjourned April 9, to meet in Paris on April 12, when 
the proceedings are to be resumed. Rear Admiral Harry 


S. Knapp, U.S.N., who is on duty in London, refused 
permission to the officers forming the court to accept an 
invitation from British army officers to make the jour- 


ney to Paris by airplane. 
Increase in Naval Enlistuents. 
A slight increase over the previous week in recruiting 
for the Navy was noted for the week ended April 3, the 





total enrolments being 1,245. The Eastern Division re- 
corded 667 enlistments, the Central 245, Southern 244, 
and Western 89.

Officers and men onvies at recruiting stations and 
Marine Corps offices in the vicinity of posts at which 
division rifle competitions are to be held are eligible for 
entrance therein.

Robert Henderson, U.S.C.G., retired, 
died at Brooklyn, N.Y., March 29. He had been in fee- 
ble health many years. 

During the recent high winds and bad weather the 
Coast Guard cutters saved three ships. On March 31 
the steamer Alapaha was towed into Norfolk, Va., by 
the Yamacraw, which found the steamer with heavy 
seas breaking over her decks and practically disabled. 
The same day the Ossipee picked up: the Norwegisa 
steamer Ocean in distress 150 miles off Cape Cod and 
brought the craft into port. On April 1 the cutter Mor- 
row, stationed at Delaware Breakwater, pulled the tug 
Augustine off the beach where the tug had stranded in 
a gale. On April 2 the Seminole towed the British 
steamer Korona into Wilmington, N.C. This vessel was 
picked up 300 miles at sea, with boilers out of commis- 
sion and foed supply short. The Korona had lain for 
days helpless with huge seas breaking over her.

The principal article in this is entitled “The Battle of Gov- 
ernors: Island’ and recounts in terse form the part the Quar- 
termaster Corps has played in its contribution to the great 
war. The plant at present consists of seventy buildings, with 
covered floor space of more than one and one-third million 
square feet, two miles of waterfront, five miles of motor roads, 
eight miles of railrodd, two piérs and twin car ferry bridges. 
The value of stock on hand November, 1918, ~was . about 
$75,000,000, and the value of goods shipped per day for sevy- 
eral months has been over $1,000,000. Goods during ‘this 
period have been received at the rate of more than 20,000 
packages per day. The average number of employees during 
the past two years has been 3,500. These employees subscribed 
to the various War Funds $439,188.45, 

The Fire Department of Governors Island, according to the 
Bureau of Fire Control, is unexcelled by that of any camp or 
Q.M. Dept. in America. The equipment (entirely motorized) 
consists of one 12-cylinder Seagrave pump engine, two large 
hose trunks, similar to those of the New York Fire Depart- 
ment, two small pump engines, one service.truck and a fire 
marshal’s runabout. ‘The warehouses are provided with fire 
walls (every fourth building) and fire sprinklers. The Fire and 
Guard Battalion operates with fixed and traveling posts, and 
besides providing fire protection has materially reduced theft of 
property. The Labor Battalion has not only rendered its nor- 
mal service in stevedore operations of great magnitude in the 
warehousing department on the Island, but has also been 
called upon to act as strike guards over Government property 
in New York and New Jersey. The number of officers in the 
Warehouse Department under command of Major Willson is 
about forty on Governors Island, and in the depot of which he 
was Assistant Zone Supply Officer there are 380 officers, 2,000 
enlisted men and 16,000 civilians. 

Golonel Mitcham, who has been on duty at the New* York 
Axsenal, Governors Island, for eleven and one-half years, of 
which ten and one-half years were in active service and one 
in retired duty, has retired from duty and he and Mrs. Mitcham 
have taken an apartment in New York.. During Colonel Mitch- 
am’s administration, since April, 1917, sixteen additional build- 
ings have been erected in the Arsenal, and the force of men 
and equipment has béen greatly enlarged. This includes a large 
dock and many storehouses, Among other improvements is a 
rest. house for clerks, and-a large office has been created by 
taking the second floor of the Clock Tower building occupied 
by the Military Service Institution and modernizing: it.

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STATE FORCES. 
REORGANIZATION OF NEW YORK GUARD. 


Adjt. Gen, Oharles J. Berry of New York, on April 8, an- 
nounced in orders the appointment of Major Gen. John F. 
O’Ryan as commanding general of the New York Guard. The 
order making public his assignment to command also says: ““The 
organization, corps, departments and other units of the New 
York Guard which now exist and which perpetuate the his- 
torical continuity and traditions of the New York National 
Guard will be continued until further orders. The command 
ing general will continue the reorganization of the state military 
forces as outlined in the report and recommendations of the 
Committee on Reorganization approved by the Governor.” 

The appointment of General O’Ryan as head of the state’s 
force was ordered under an opinion of Charles D. Newton, 
Attorney General of the state, that officers and enlisted men 
who served as members of the National Guard during hostili- 
ties automatically become members wf the National Guard Re- 
serve. ° 

General O’Ryan with his staff will occupy his old suite of 
rooms on the eighth floor of the Municipal Building, New York 
city. General O’Ryan, in response to a question, said that 
when the New York State Guard is reorganized it will re- 
main near its present quota of 20,000 men. He is sanguine 
that many of the officers and men who served in the 27th 
Division abroad will re-enlist in the present State Guard. 

“There are a great many men in the State Guard now who 
are waiting for their discharge,” said the General “having been 
old-time members of the Guard who rejoined only as stop-gaps 
during the war. The places of these men, who are entitled to 
be let out, will be taken, it is planned, by the veterans who 
have returned from the war.” 





12TH NEW YORK—COL. NELSON B. BURR. 

Governor Alfred E. Smith, of New York) has reviewed a 

number of regiments of the New York Guard, which were 
among the most progressive in the state, but in none of them 
did he witness a more soldierly display or receive a more en- 
thusiastic welcome than he did at the review of the 12th In- 
fantry under Col. N. B. Burr, in its armory on the night of 
April 5. It was a most excellent exhibition in all details, and 
military men of prominence and experience who were present 
expressed genuine pleasure that they were fortunate enough to 
have witnessed them. Among these well-known critics who 
know whereof they speak were Brig Gen. George R, Dyer, 
N.Y.G., who recently returned from a tour of European baitle- 
fields, ex-Adjutant General Nelson H. Henry, N.G.N.Y., former 
ambassador to Germany, James W. Gerard, and Lieut. Col. W. 
E. Lambert, N.G.N.Y., who also served in the Boer War with 
the British, and who with Mr. Gerard was formerly of the 
staff of Brig. Gen. McCoskry Butt. Other well-known officers 
resent included Adj. Gen. ©. W. Berry, N.Y., Major David 
Banks U.S.A., Col. T. Denny, Col. Arthur F. Schermerhorn, 
Col. F. L. V. Hoppin, N.Y., Capt. Albert T. Wéston, U.S_N., 
Major R. A. DeRussy, and Col. G. Hurry, N.Y. 

As General Dyer with General Henry, and Mr. Gerard, who 
were all ex-officers of the 12th, entered the drill hall they were 
at once recognized by many in the large audience which packed 
the armory, and were greeted with applause. The regiment was 
formed promptly on time, and was drawn up in line of masses 
when Governor Smith entered the drill hall with his staff. The 
audience gave Mr. Smith a great welcome, both when he entered 
the hall and when he made the inspection of the regiment, and 
at other times during the evening, particularly when the Gov- 
ernor went on the dance floor and mixed with the people. 

After the ceremonies of review and parade, Colonel Burr 
sprung & surprise 4 having the call for non-commissioned offi- 
cers sounded, and these reported at the front and were formed 
into a provisional company with a front of nine squads, and 
were put through a close order drill by Capt. J. J. Dean. This 
arill was a fine piece of work and defnonstrated the kind of 
men so largely responsible for the splendid condition of the 
12th. It was a most valuable object lesson for the assembled 
regiment also, who could plainly see what correct drilling meant. 
The audience gave ample evidence of its appreciation. The 
Governor after the drill, at the request of Colonel Burr, spoke 
a few words of praise to the non-coms. He thanked them on 
behalf of the colonel, and himself as the representative of the 
people of the state, for the splendid showing they had made, 
not only in this drill, but in their other duties in helping to 
build up a new and deperdable force after the old N.G.N.Y.

I would like to know whether or not it would be a 
viola’ton of W.D. orders if I and several of my ushers, who 
are aiso discharged officers, wore our uniforms at my wedding? 
Answer: The law recently passed which allows the discharged 
enlisted man to retain his uniform, also gives you the privilege 
of wearing yours after discharge.

examination—in other words, he is retired with the rank above 
the one he holds at time of examination.

Movine H.M.S. VINDICTIVE. 

After the British cruiser Vindictive was successfully 
sunk in the channel at Ostend by a British expedition in 
an attempt to block the harbor, the Germans, before 
their final retreat, had managed to move the ship a 
little towards the pier, in order to clear the channel. The 
British are now endeavoring to move the Vindictive, and 
the work is in charge of Commodore F. W. Young, R.N. 
The commodore in speaking recently of the operations 
said: “The Vindictive is still out from the pier at one 
end, and we propose to move her further in and, possibly, 
further up the harbor. Part of the ship will be pumped, 
but unless we receive orders to take her over to England 
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she will not be refloated. We have opened the canal to 
Bruges by lifting the dfedger sunk at the outer gates. 
But beyond Bruges, and particularly at the intersection 
of the canals, the Germans have so blocked the passage— 
submarines, ‘destroyers, floating docks and all sorts of 
débris being piled atop each other—that it will be many 
months before we can clear it.”
